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Dan  White  Sentenced: 
7  Years,  8  Months 


San  Diego  Charges 
Selective  Enforcement

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  — 
Dan  White,  confessed  murderer 
of  gay  San  Francisco  Supervisor 
Harvey  Milk  and  Mayor  George 
Moscone,  has  been  sentenced  to 
seven  years  and  eight  months  in 
prison,  the  maximum  sentence 
allowed  by  law. 

Judge  Walter  Calcagno,  in  an¬ 
nouncing  the  sentence,  said,  “The 
reason  for  the  aggravated  sentenc¬ 
ing  is  to  punish  the  defendant  and 
to  protect  society  because  of  the 
maximum  violence  of  this  of¬ 
fense.” 

The  sentencing  came  six  weeks 
after  White  was  found  guilty  of 
voluntary  manslaughter,  a  verdict 
which  sparked  rioting  by  lesbians 
and  gay  men  outraged  at  what 
many  considered  the  leniency  of 
the  verdict  (see  GCN  Vol.  6,  No. 
44).  Protestors  demonstrated  out¬ 
side  the  courthouse  on  July  3,  the 
day  of  the  sentencing,  and  many 
carried  placards  bearing  legends 
such  as  “Stop  Killer  Cops”  and 
“Dan  White:  Hit  Man  for  the 


NEW  BRUNSWICK,  NJ  — 
About  50  New  Jersey  lesbian  and 
gay  activists  met  on  Saturday, 
June  9  in  the  Busch  Campus 
Center  of  Rutgers  University,  to 
formulate  the  Garden  State’s 
position  on  the  demands  of  the 

National  March  on  Washington 

scheduled  for  Oct.  14.  The  group 
also  officially  established  a  New 
Jersey  committee  for  the  march 
and  formalized  the  organizing 
sub-committees  that  had  been 
operating  in  the  state  for  some 
months.  Four  delegates  and  four 
alternates  were  also  elected  to  a 
National  Organizing  Conference 
for  the  March  set  to  take  place  in 
Houston  July  6  through  8. 

New  Jersey’s  organizing  effort 
for  the  March  had  been  delayed 
by  the  inability  of  the  original 
regional  coordinator  for  the  state, 
Javier  Tomas  of  the  Gay  Alliance 
of  Princeton,  to  carry  out  his 
duties  because  of  personal  circum¬ 
stances.  The  New  Jersey  situation 
had  also  been  clouded  by  sharp 
divisions  within  the  New  Jersey 
gay  movement  over  the  wisdom  of 

Complaint 
Filed  Against 
Phone  Co.

NEW  ORLEANS,  LA  —  Ron 
Massicotte  has  Filed  a  complaint 
with  the  Equal  Employment  Op¬ 
portunity  Commission  (EEOC) 
against  the  South  Central  Bell 
Telephone  Company  (SCBT)  for 
alleged  discrimination  stemming 
from  his  recent  termination  by  the 
company. 

Massicotte  worked  for  SCBT 
for  four  and  a  half  years.  On 
March  1,  1978,  he  was  promoted 
to  the  position  of  personnel  inter¬ 
viewer,  which  is  an  administrative 
level  position.  His  duties  consisted 
of  conducting  detailed  interviews 
for  potential  employees  at  the 
telephone  company.  After  com¬ 
pleting  hundreds  of  interviews,  he 
was  given  the  second-highest 
evaluation  rating. 

In  November,  1978,  SCBT  noti¬ 
fied  Massicotte  of  his  immediate 
termination,  charging  him  with 
“gross  misconduct”  during  an 


New  Right.” 

White  has  spent  218  days  in  jail 
since  the  murders,  and  that  time 
already  served  will  be  counted  as 
part  of  his  sentence.  He  will  be  eli¬ 
gible  for  parole  in  less  than  five 
years. 

White’s  attorney,  Douglas 
Schmidt,  held  a  press  conference 
following  the  sentencing,  an¬ 
nouncing  that  he  considered 
White  suicidal,  describing  him  as 
“remorseful  and  guilt-ridden.” 
Schmidt  also  announced  that  he 
had  requested  that  the  court  pro¬ 
vide  extra  security  for  White  while 
he  is  in  prison  “because  of  the 
high  emotion  of  the  case  and  Mr. 
White’s  background  as  a  police 
officer.” 

During  the  course  of  the  trial, 
Five  mental  health  experts  testified 
for  the  defense,  offering  their 
opinion  that  White’s  personal  and 
Financial  pressures  caused  him  to 
act  out  of  a  diminished  mental  ca¬ 
pacity  when  he  slew  Milk  and 
Moscone  last  November  27.

the  March.  The  problems  seem  to 
be  fading,  however,  with  the 
recent  tentative  endorsement  of 
the  March  by  the  New  Jersey  Gay 
Coalition  and  the  “wait  and  see” 
position  adopted  by  several  other 
large  organizations  in  the  state. 

The  highlight  of  the  June  9 
conference  was  the  endorsement 
of  a  single  comprehensive  march 
demand.  The  wording,  proposed 
by  the  Women’s  Caucus  to  replace 
the  set  of  five  demands  tentatively 
included  in  the  march  platform, 
calls  for  “an  end  to  institution¬ 
alized  oppression  of  lesbian  and 
gay  people  and  a  national  policy 
committed  to  full  civil  rights 
through  economic,  social, 
judicial,  religious,  ard  legislative 
action.”  That  formulation  de¬ 
feated  several  other  versions,  in¬ 
cluding  the  “blanket  statement” 
that  begins  the  present  march  plat¬ 
form.  There  was  nearly  no  senti¬ 
ment  for  keeping  intact  the 
present  platform  of  five  march 
demands. 

According  to  conference  or- 


At 
that  time  SCBT  gave  no  further 
explanation  and  did  not  allow  him 
to  answer  the  charges. 

Massicotte  found  out  a  few 
weeks  later  that  a  complaint  had 
been  Filed  by  a  man  he  inter- 


Joseph  Freitas  expressed  his 
opinion  that  such  a  defense 
“places  too  great  a  burden  on  the 
prosecution”  and  that  the  law  re¬ 
garding  diminished  capacity 
should  be  changed. 

Freitas  has  been  severely  criti¬ 
cized  over  the  way  in  which  his 
office  prosecuted  White,  and  he 
stated  on  July  3  that  he  planned  to 
meet  soon  with  state  legislators  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  statutory 
limits  on  psychiatric  defenses  in 
cases  such  as  this. 


ganizers,  the  turn-out  was  “disap¬ 
pointing,”  but  they  noted  that  a 
competing  conference  on 
“Women  and  the  Family”  taking 
place  in  Trenton,  as  well  as  New 
Jersey’s  severe  gasoline  shortage, 
contributed  to  the  light  turnout. 
Robert  Goodman,  president  of 
the  Rutgers  University  Gay  Al¬ 
liance  and  a  conference  organizer, 
remarked,  “I  was  encouraged  that 
so  many  different  groups  were 
represented,  if  only  by  a  few 
folks.” 

The  delegation  selected  to 
go  to  Houston  expressed 

skepticism  toward  the 

march’s  national  leadership.  Two 
of  the  delegates,  Lee  Arnold, 
president  of  Gay  People,  Prince¬ 
ton,  and  Rev.  Nancy  Radclyffe  of 
the  Metropolitan  Community 
Church,  expressed  personal  reser¬ 
vations  about  the  wisdom  of  the 
march  but  promised  to  “represent 
the  New  Jersey  position.”  The 
other  two  delegates  elected  were 
Goodman  and  Bill  Agosto,  chair 
of  the  New  Jersey  Gay  Coalition.

SAN  DIEGO,  CA  —  The  Gay 
Alliance  for  Equal  Rights  was  es¬ 
tablished  on  February  7,  1979,  in 
part  as  a  response  to  alleged  perse¬ 
cution  of  the  gay/lesbian  commu¬ 
nities  by  San  Diego  police.  In  the 
past  months,  the  Alliance  has  had 
several  meetings  with  the  Public 
Service  and  Safety  Committee 
(PSSC),  the  purpose  of  which  was 
to  “promote  proper  allocation  of 
police  resources  in  Fighting  serious 
crime  in  San  Deigo.”  These  ex¬ 
changes  have  proceeded  with  the 
hope  of  re-directing  law  enforce¬ 
ment  toward  “crimes  that 
generate  greatest  public  harm” 
and  away  from  any  selective  focus 
on  the  gay  community. 

The  Alliance  has  accused  the 
police  of  “selective  enforcement 
of  the  law.”  In  a  speech  to  the 
PSSC,  an  Alliance  representative 
cited  “arrests  for  exhibiting  public 
affection  and  for  cross  dressing, 
and  selective  enforcement  of  the 
obscenity  statutes;  excessive 
patrolling  around  gay  businesses, 
groundless  field  interrogations, 
and  unwarranted  public  drunk  ar¬ 
rests;  and  wrongful  application  of 
the  lewd  conduct  statutes  against 
essentially  private  behavior.” 

The  Alliance  claims  that  the 
police  force  is  delegating  far  too 
much  money  and  effort  to  the 
prosecution  of  people  engaged  in 
“victimless  criminal  activity.” 
They  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
recent  Figures  show  that  San 
Diegans  are  plagued  with  65,436 
felonies  while  only  10,748  felony 
arrests  are  made.  “San  Diego  is 
well  on  its  way  to  becoming  the 
second  most  crime-ridden  city  in 
the  state,”  said  the  Alliance. 

In  an  attempt  to  gain  factual  in¬ 
formation  regarding  the  police 
focus,  the  Alliance  requested  a 
budget  rundown  from  the  PSSC. 
Its  aim  was  to  “evaluate  the  costs 
generated  by  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  in  making  arrests  for  crimes 
with  a  low  probability  of  public 
harm.”  The  Alliance  termed  the 
report  received  from  the  City 
Manager  “inadequate,  misleading 


MINNEAPOLIS,  MN  — 
“They  say  this  country  is  free  and 
everything.  I  feel  like  a  criminal, 
but  I’ve  done  nothing  wrong,” 
said  Karl  Kinder,  32,  a  resident  of 
Frankfurt^West  Germany.  Kinder 
made  the  statement  in  reaction  to 
his  exclusion  from  the  United 
States  by  the  U.S.  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  (INS) 
on  June  26.  INS,  in  denying 
Kinder  permission  to  enter  the 
country,  cited  the  Immigration 
and  Nationality  Act  of  1952, 
which  declares  that  persons  “af¬ 
flicted  with  psychopathic  person¬ 
ality”  may  be  refused  entry.  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  said  that 
the  term  “psychopathic  personal¬ 
ity”  was  intended  to  incude 
homosexuals. 

Kinder,  who  flew  into  Minne- 
apolis-St.  Paul  International  Air¬ 
port  from  Germany  on  his  way  to 
meet  his  fiancee  in  Los  Angeles, 
was  subjected  to  a  routine  inspec¬ 
tion  by  Customs  officials,  who 
discovered  a  copy  of  Der  Stiefel,  a 
German  gay  magazine,  in  his  lug¬ 
gage.  The  officials  asked  if  he  was 
homosexual.  “No,”  he  said,  “I’m 
bisexual.”  Kinder  was  then  told 
that  the  1952  law  applied  to 
homosexuals  and  bisexuals,  and 
that  he  must  either  leave  the 
country  or  appear  before  a  U.S. 


and  in  parts,  in  conflict  with 
established  facts.” 

In  addition  to  the  financial 
statement,  the  Alliance  received  a 
notice  outlining  grounds  for  arrest 
and  prosecution  of  gay  men  and 
lesbians.  It  stated,  “It  is  the  policy 
and  practice  of  both  the  Police 
Department  and  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney’s  Office  to  enforce  the  law 
and  prosecute  violators  without 
respect  to  an  individual’s  sexual 
preference.”  The  Alliance  felt 
that  this  report  was  merely  a 
defense  of  recent  police  activities 
rather  than  a  direct  response  to 
the  attitudes  reflected  by  the  City 
Manager’s  Office.  “It  is  not 
sufficient  for  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  to  tell  us  these  (discrimina¬ 
tory  enforcement]  practices  are 
not  occurring  when  in  fact  they 
are,”  said  the  Alliance. 

The  Gay  Alliance  for  Equal 
Rights  claims  it  has  evidence  of 
specific  acts  of  harassment  by  the 
police.  In  its  reply  to  the  City 
Manager  it  described  cases  where 
“a  patrol  car  parked  outside  a  bar 
with  its  spotlight  shining  on  the 
door  for  one  half  hour”;  “fifteen 
minute  interrogations  in  which 
citizens  are  subjected  to  hostile 
questions  about  their  sexuality”; 
and  “subsequent  detention  of  citi¬ 
zens  who  object  to  such  treatment, 
on  charges  of  public  drunken¬ 
ness.”  The  Alliance  points  to  the 
fact  that  these  detentions  usually 
result  in  charges  being  dropped  as 
an  indication  of  selective  harass¬ 
ment  of  the  gay  community. 

Recent  police  activity  prompted 
Gay  Life  in  Chicago  to  issue  a 
warning:  “If  you  are  planning  to 
visit  San  Diego  soon,  be  advised 
to  stay  away  from  the  bookstores 
there.  San  Diego  police  are 
making  arrests  of  patrons  viewing 
films  —  without  any  provocation, 
or  grounds  for  arrest.  You  may  be 
taken  into  custody,  detained  for 
more  than  24  hours,  left  unfed  in 
an  overcrowded  ‘tank,’  molested 
by  other  prisoners  (without  inter¬ 
vention  by  jail  guards)  and  gen¬ 
erally  treated  in  a  subhuman 
fashion.” 


“I  never  heard  of  such  a  ridicu¬ 
lous  thing,”  he  said.  “In 
Germany,  gay  is  legal  since  1969. 
This  is  crazy.” 

Bob  Vink,  INS  deputy  district 
director,  explained  that  Kinder’s 
situation  was  “not  unusual.”  He 
said,  “This  happens  to  aliens  all 
the  time,  for  this  and  for  other 
reasons.”  Questioned  about  how 
many  gay  persons  are  turned  away 
at  this  country’s  borders,  Vink 
said,  “We  don’t  keep  count.” 

Kinder  boarded  a  plane  back  to 
Germany  only  hours  after  he  was 
denied  entry  to  the  United  States. 

Kinder’s  case  bears  a  marked 
similarity  to  the  situation  of  Carl 
Hill,  of  the  Gay  News  in  London, 
England,  who  was  stopped  by 
Customs  officials  in  San  Francisco 
recently  when  an  inspector  noticed 
that  he  was  wearing  a  gay  pride 
button  (see  GCN  Vol.  6,  No.  48). 
Hill,  assisted  by  Gay  Rights  Advo¬ 
cates,  a  San  Francisco-based 
public  interest  law  center,  has  de¬ 
cided  to  remain  in  this  country  to 
fight  the  INS  policies  which  ex¬ 
clude  gay  residents  of  other  coun¬ 
tries.  The  most  recent 
development  in  Hill’s  case  is  an 
order  by  a  federal  judge  post¬ 
poning  psychiatric  tests  ordered 
by  INS  until  after  a  July  6  hear¬ 
ing.

LEXINGTON,  KY  —  The  Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals 
has  ruled  that  the  Lexington  Theological  Seminary  is 
under  no  obligation  to  grant  a  degree  to  a  gay  man,  even 
though  the  student  had  successfully  completed  all  of 
his  courses. 

In  a  2-1  decision,  the  court  reversed  the  Fayette 
Circuit  Court,  saying  that  Ottie  David  Vance  had  been 
warned  a  year  before  graduation  that  his  lifestyle  could 
jeopardize  his  chances  of  getting  a  degree.  Vance  had 
voluntarily  disclosed  his  sexual  preference. 

Judge  Harris  S.  Howard  wrote,  “Although  we  are 
living  in  a  society  that  is  more  permissive  in  many 
respects  than  the  societies  in  the  recent  past,  the 
argument  that  Christian  denominations  or  other 
religious  groups  should  adopt  the  lifestyle  and  morals 
of  some  segments  of  the  population  at  any  given  time  is 
ridiculous  . . .”

research  about  gay  people. 

The  essays  will  be  authored  primarily  by  working 
and  former  scientists,  as  well  as  students.

p’town  harassment  charged 

PROVINCETOWN,  MA  —  Police  harassment  of  gay 
men  continues  in  Provincetown, 'following  the  pattern  of 
recent  years,  according  to  Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates 
■and  Defenders  (GLAD).  Plainsclothes  officers  of  the 
Provincetown  Police  Department  patrol  secluded  beach 
areas  within  the  town,  pretending  to  be  cruising.  When 
they  observe  sexual  activity  among  gay  men,  they  make 
arrests.  Five  men  were  arrested  in  one  such  raid  on  June 
2  at  approximately  2  a.m.  No  arrests  of  male-female 
couples  have  been  reported.  At  the  same  time  that 
energy  is  being  devoted  to  the  arrest  of  consenting 
adults  who  enjoy  having  sex  in  secluded  places  late  at 
night,  the  harassment  of  gays  on  the  streets  —  mostly 
by  teenagers  —  continues  unabated,  said  GLAD. 


gay  men  arrested 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  Metropolitan  District  Commis¬ 
sion  police  continue  to  patrol  the  area  known  as  “the 
Bird  Sanctuary”  in  Cambridge  and  the  beach  along 
Revere  Beach  Boulevard  to  make  arrests  of  gay  men  dis¬ 
covered  having  sex.  Several  arrests  in  both  areas  were 
reported  over  the  Memorial  Day  weekend,  and  more  ar¬ 
rests  are  considered  likely  over  the  summer.

BOSTON,  MA  —  A  gay  man  who  was  arrested  at  the 
corner  of  Berkeley  and  Marlborough  Streets  just  after 
leaving  an  Alcoholics  Anonymous  meeting  and  charged 
with  being  a  prostitute  has  brought  suit  against  the 
arresting  officer  in  federal  court,  alleging  violation  of  his 
civil  rights.  The  man  was  found  not  guilty  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court,  despite  the  police  officer’s  testimony 
that  the  man  had  offered  to  have  oral  sex  with  him  in 
exchange  for  $20.  Damages  of  $50,000  are  sought  in  the 
suit.  The  man  is  represented  by  Boston-based  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Advocates  and  Defenders.

Coors  Meets 
Opposition  in  Virginia

ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY,  VA 
—  By  announcing  plans  to  build  a 
new  Coors  brewery  in  Virginia’s 
Shenandoah  Valley,  the  Coors 
Beer  Company  has  brought  about 
an  alliance  of  environmentalists, 
fundamentalist  Christians  and 
anti-gay  crusaders. 

Last  year,  gay  people  through¬ 
out  the  nation  organized  a  boycott 
against  Coors  beer  because  of 
their  alleged  union-busting  prac¬ 
tices  and  employment  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  gay  people.  Since  that 
time  sides  of  Coors  have  dropped 
substantially:  the  company  sold 
13.5  million  barrels  in  1976,  and 
only  12  million  in  1978.  The  com¬ 
pany  has  placed  advertisements  in 
many  gay  publications,  defending 
the  management  against  the 
charges  and  stating  that  Coors 
willingly  employs  gay  people  in 
their  Colorado  brewery.  Despite 
their  attempt  to  placate  the  gay 
community,  many  bars  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  still  refuse  to  serve  Coors 
beer  and,  to  improve  business,  the 
company  hoped  to  expand  to  the 
East  Coast. 

When  the  company  announced 
plans  to  build  its  second  brewery 
in  Virginia’s  RockinghamCounty, 
environmentalists  were  concerned 
about  polluting  the  Shenandoah 
River,  and  local  Mennonite 
Church  groups  opposed  the  mar¬ 
keting  of  alcohol  in  the  area.  In 
late  May,  foes  of  the  brewery  ex¬ 
pansion  began  circulating  copies 
of  Coors  ads  that  ran  in  gay  maga¬ 
zines  and  claimed  that  Coors  was 
encouraging  gay  employees. 

The  New  York  Post  quotes  a 
member  of  the  Rockingham 
Board  of  Supervisors  as  saying 
that  the  issue  of  gay  employees 
has  “emerged  as  a  major  issue.” 
Another  supervisor  said,  “I’ve 
gotten  over  100  letters.  The  issue 


BOSTON,  MA  —  Controlling 
crime  by  young  gangs  is  and  will 
continue  to  be  a  major  priority  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department, 
Police  Commissioner  Joseph  M. 
Jordan  and  Mayor  Kevin  H. 
White  announced  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  on  June  28.  Jordan  said 
100  men  —  including  mounted 
units  and  motorcycle  officers  — 
will  be  assigned  to  a  special  squad, 
under  Deputy  Supt.  Robert  Brad¬ 
ley,  to  disperse  gangs  of  young 
people  that  have  been  harassing 
residents  of  city  neighborhoods. 

Jordan  denied,  when  asked  by 
GCN,  that  dispersing  young  gangs 


has  raised  a  lot  of  eyebrows 
here.”  The  supervisor  went  on  to 
say  that,  while  85%  of  the  local 
people  originally  wanted  the  brew¬ 
ery  and  its  estimated  500  jobs, 
there  has  been  a  recent  shift,  and 
half  the  people  now  oppose  the 
brewery. 

The  Post  also  reports  that  a 
spokesperson  from  Coors  said, 
“We’ve  never  solicited  gays. 
Everything’s  been  blown  out  of 
proportion.  Some  people  think 
we’re  going  to  ship  in  thousands 
of  militant  homosexuals.  We’re 
sick  of  all  this  publicity  but  some 
people  just  won’t  let  it  die.”  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  will  rule  on 
the  Coors  application  for  a  zoning 
ordinance  next  month. 

Recently,  representatives  from 
the  Coors  Company  met  with  gay 
bar  and  tavern  owners  in  Seattle 
to  discuss  the  boycott  of  the  beer 
in  that  area.  John  Seese,  Manager 
of  Civic  Affairs  at  Coors,  claimed 
that  the  union  deliberately 
planned  to  depict  Coors  as  dis¬ 
criminatory  against  gay  people, 
even  before  the  strike  started. 
Carolyn  Dolph  and  Ray  Bronzyn- 
ski,  gay  workers  in  Coors’  can 
manufacturing  plant  in  Golden, 
Colorado,  defended  the  company 
against  anti-gay  charges  and  said, 
“They  don’t  care  whether  you’re 
gay  or  straight.  They  just  want  to 
help  people.” 

Gay  businesspersons  expressed 
concern  about  the  company’s  use 
of  the  polygraph  test,  which  is 
how  Coors  has  been  alleged  to 
question  prospective  employees 
about  their  sexual  preference.  The 
businesspersons  also  questioned 
Joseph  Coors’  contributions  to 
anti-gay  organizations,  including 
the  John  Birch  Society  and  Anita 
Bryant’s  Save  Our  Children  Cam¬ 
paign.

White  said  he  expects  the 
youth-gang  situation  to  be  espe¬ 
cially  problematic  for  city  resi¬ 
dents  this  year,  because  the  gaso¬ 
line  shortage  is  keeping  many 
people  from  leaving  the  city. 


MINNEAPOLIS,  MN  —  The 
seven-member  Standing  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  Office  of  Research  and 
Analysis  of  the  American  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  issued  a  position 
paper  June  13  which  stated  that  it 
was  all  right  for  Lutherans  to  be 
homosexual,  but  that  it  was  wrong 
to  participate  in  “homosexual 
erotic  behavior.”  The  statement 
was  an  approval  of  a  paper, 
“Human  Sexuality  and  Sexual  Be¬ 
havior,”  which  encompasses  posi¬ 
tions  on  sex,  marriage,  and  homo¬ 
sexuality. 

The  paper  said,  “Homo- 
sexually  oriented  persons  who  do 
not  practice  their  erotic  preference 
in  no  way  violate  our  understand¬ 
ing  of  Christian  behavior.”  Prior 
to  its  presentation  to  the  1980  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
this  draft  of  the  paper  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  4,850  congregations 
of  the  church  for  “comment, 
counsel,  and  criticism”  and 
revised  if  necessary. 

The  Standing  Committee 
requested  that  members  of  the 
American  Lutheran  Church  “be 
more  understanding  and  sensitive 
to  life  as  experienced  by  those  who 
are  homosexual”  and  asked 
church  members  to  “take  leader¬ 
ship  roles  in  changing  public  opin¬ 
ion,  civil  laws,  and  prevailing 
practices  that  deny  justice  and  op¬ 
portunity  to  any  persons,  homo¬ 
sexual  or  heterosexual.”  The  com¬ 
mittee  added,  however,  that  “we 
see  no  theological  rationale  for  re¬ 
vising  the  church’s  traditional 
teaching  that  homosexual  erotic 
behavior  violates  God’s  intent.” 


EAST  LANSING,  MI  —  In 
what  may  be  a  precedent-setting 
action  among  main-line  religious 
denominations  in  the  United 
States,  the  Unitarian  Universalist 
Association  of  Churches,  meeting 
in  annual  General  Assembly  on 
the  campus  of  Michigan  State 
University  in  East  Lansing,  on 
June  28,  accepted  into  ministerial 
fellowship  an  openly  gay  candid¬ 
ate,  Robert  P.  Wheatly,  of 
Boston.  Wheatly  is  director  of  the 
denomination’s  Office  of  Gay 
Concerns,  the  only  such  office 
funded  by  the  denomination,  and 
is  co-chairperson  of  the  Boston 
Unitarian  Universalist  Gays  and 
Lesbians. 

The  ceremony  in  East  Lansing 
was  the  official  recognition  of 
action  taken  on  May  15,  when  the 
Fellowship  Committee  met  with 
Wheatly  and  other  applicants  and 
voted  to  grant  him  Fellowship.  In 
Unitarian  Universalist  (UU) 
churches,  ordination  is  performed 
by  local  churches,  not  by  the 
national  body,  but  this  recogni¬ 
tion  “commends”  each  applicant

BALTIMORE,  MD  —  The  Bal¬ 
timore  Experimental  High  School 
(BEHS)  has  taken  what  many  feel 
to  be  a  precedent-setting  action 
for  a  high  school  in  the  state  of 
Maryland  by  voting  to  ban  dis¬ 
crimination  based  on  sexual  ori¬ 
entation.  Previous  to  this  action, 
the  school  had  an  equal  protection 
clause  which  included  race,  creed, 
color,  sex,  national  origin,  age 
and  social  background. 

Bill  Platt,  a  video  teacher  and 
consultant  at  BEHS,  felt  the 
clause  did  not  extend  far  enough. 
He  proposed  the  inclusion  of  the 
words  “sexual  orientation”  at  a 
weekly  “all-school  meeting,” 
which  is  a  policy-setting  body 
composed  of  all  65  students  and 
seven  staff  members.  At  the  meet¬ 
ing,  Platt’s  motion  was  discussed 


BRIDGEPORT,  CT  —  The 
New  York  Annual  Conference  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church  has 
voted  to  petition  the  Judicial 
Council,  the  “supreme  court”  of 
the  Church  for  a  declaratory 
decision  on  whether  a  “self- 
avowed  practicing  homosexual 
clergyperson”  is  eligible  for 
appointment  to  a  church  under 
the  law  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church. 

The  vote  by  both  clergy  and  lay 
delegates  to  the  annual  conference 
came  on  June  8  in  an  uncounted 
show  of  hands.  It  followed  more 
than  an  hour  of  debate  and  a 
formal,  evening-long  panel 
presentation  on  “Human  Sexual¬ 
ity,  Sexual  Orientation  and  Theo¬ 
logical  Reflection”  held  the  night 
before. 

An  amendment  that  would  have 
broadened  the  resolution  by 
seeking  a  judgment  not  only  on 
homosexuals  but  also  on  a  “cler¬ 
gyperson  who  does  not  conform 
with  other  provisions  of  the  Social 
Principles”  failed  by  10  votes. 
The  count  was  397  for  the  amend¬ 
ment,  407  against. 

The  original  motion  was  co¬ 
sponsored  by  the  bishop’s  cabinet 
and  the  Board  ofl®rdained  Mini¬ 
stry. 

Those  speaking  for  the  resolu¬ 
tion  said  they  believe  in  the  Bible 
as  their  primary  authority.  Others 
said  the  Judicial  Council  should 
be  asked  for  “enlightenment”  on 
how  homosexuality  relates  to 
Scripture.  One  supporter  saw  no 
reason  “why  we  should  be  afraid 
to  know  the  official  policy  of  the 


to  the  churches  for  employment  as 
a  minister.  Employment  in  the 
national  offices,  at  25  Beacon 
Street,  Boston,  is  another  form  of 
acceptable  ministry. 

“1  hope  this  public  acceptance 
of  me  will  help  bring  the  question 
of  gays  and  lesbians  in  the  min¬ 
istry  out  into  the  open  for  a  thor¬ 
ough  discussion,”  Wheatly  said. 
“We  obviously  must  have  gays 
and  lesbians  serving  as  ministers 
already  —  the  law  of  statistics  tells 
us  that.  But  it  isn’t  acknowledged, 
and  that  is  what  I  would  like  to  see 
changed.  The  tacit  acceptance 
must  be  expressed.  We  must  be 
able  to  talk  about  it  openly.  There 
is  evidence  that  gays  and  lesbians, 
in  some  respects,  may  be  better 
ministers  because  of  the  ways  in 
which  they  have  had  to  face  and 
solve  their  problems,  and  that 
should  be  something  for  us  to  be 
able  to  discuss  when  we  seek  em¬ 
ployment. 

“Unitarian  Universalists  passed 
their  first  resolution  supporting 
homosexuals  and  bisexuals  as  long 
ago  as  1970,  and  the  Office  of  Gay 


for  about  20  seconds,  then  passed 
unanimously. 

GCN  contacted  Platt  and  asked 
him  how  his  proposal  passed  with 
such  ease.  He  said,  “Sexuality  is  a 
non-issue  at  this  school.  We  have 
openly  gay  and  lesbian  students 
and  staff,  and  essentially  no  nega¬ 
tive  attitudes  toward  gays  exist.” 

BEHS  is  a  non-public  high 
school  which  is  fully  accredited  by 
the  Maryland  State  Department  of 
Education.  Tuition  fees  are  $1800 
for  the  September  to  June  school 
year,  but  approximately  half  of 
the  annual  budget  goes  to  cover 
scholarships  to  insure  that  low- 
and  moderate-income  students 
can  attend.  Now  in  its  tenth  year, 
BEHS  was  organized  to  give  stu¬ 
dents  a  major  policy  role  in  the 
running  of  the  school.  The  stated 
goals  of  the  school  were  formu- 


church.” 

The  preamble  to  the  motion 
cited  Paragraph  71 D  of  the  Social 
Principles  which  says  both  that 
“homosexuals  ...  are  persons  of 
sacred  worth”  and  “entitled  to 
have  their  human  and  civil  rights 
ensured,  though  we  do  not  con¬ 
done  the  practice  of  homosexual¬ 
ity  and  consider  the  practice 
incompatible  with  Christian 
teaching.” 

Seeking  to  rebut  this  argument, 
the  Rev.  John  Collins  of  New 
York  City  said,  “The  Social  Prin¬ 
ciples  were  written  in  1905  as  the 
collective  judgment  about  social 
conditions  of  that  day.  I  never 
heard  that  people  should  be  read 
in  or  out  of  the  ministry  on  the 
basis  of  the  Social  Principles. 
There  are  contradictions  in  them. 
Ministerial  orders  are  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  clergy  of  this  con¬ 
ference  to  decide.  If  we  send  this 
petition  to  the  Judicial  Council, 
we  are  abdicating  our  respon¬ 
sibility.” 

Both  the  Rev.  Douglas  Verdin, 
architect  of  the  text  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  and  the  Rev.  David  Hou¬ 
ston,  chairperson  of  the  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry,  denied  these 
assertions. 

Verdin  told  United  Methodist 
Communications,  “The  intent  is 
to  ask  if  there  is  anything  in  the 
law  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  which  deals  with  the  ap- 
pointability  of  an  annual  con¬ 
ference  member  who  is  a  homo¬ 
sexual.  It  is  our  judgment  that  the 
Judicial  Council  will  have  to  deal

Concerns  was  established  in  1974, 
but  there  has  still  been  a  reluct¬ 
ance  on  our  part  to  deal  with  the 
hard  realities  of  what  our  sup¬ 
portive  words  meant  when  it  came 
to  this  sensitive  issue.

I’m  proud  of  my  church  for  its 
record  of  support,  but  we  still 
have  a  long  way  to  go.”

the  most  chagrin 

Dear  People: 

As  the  recently  appointed  Executive  Director  of 
the  Greater  Philadelphia  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  I  have  granted  a  great  many  interviews  to 
members  of  the  press.  The  resulting  articles  about 
me  have  included,  I  think,  more  than  the  usual 
share  of  inaccuracies,  misleading  statements,  and 
unintentionally  humorous  tid-bits  (as  when  the 
Philadelphia  Gay  News  quoted  me  as  saying, 
“there’s  so  much  to  do  —  sometimes  I  feel  like 
putting  both  hands  on  the  dike  to  keep  it  from 
spilling  over!”) 

But  I  think  the  lengthy  interview  with  me  printed 
in  your  May  26  issue  has  caused  me  the  most 
chagrin.  It  was  taken  directly  from  transcripts  of  a 
tape-recorded  interview,  yet  left  out  significant 
phrases  or  whole  lines  so  as  to  significantly  alter 
what  I  had  said  in  at  least  one  instance  and  totally 
distort  it  in  another. 

I  am  not  suggesting  corrections  from  my  own 
memory,  but  have  checked  my  recollections  with  a 
Philadelphia  publisher  who  has  another  copy  of 
the  transcript,  and  who  read  me  the  correct 
version. 

At  the  onset  of  the  interview  I  did  not  say,  as 
quoted  in  your  article,  that  “[Civil  liberties  are] 
rights  that  citizens  have  under  the  Constitution, 
and  particularly  under  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment”  but  rather  “under  the  Constitution 
and  particularly  under  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment. ’’(emphasis  added) 

Additionally,  I  defined  “clear  and  present 
danger”  as  having  “nothing  to  do  with  what  a 
group  that  opposes  you  is  going  to  do.  It  has  to  do 
with  somebody  listening  to  what  you’re  saying, 
acting  according  to  what  you  are  instructing  them 
to  do,  and  doing  it.”  Much  to  my  amazement  you 
left  out  a  line  and  quoted  me  as  saying  instead  that 
“clear  and  present  danger  has  nothing  to  do  with 
somebody  listening  to  what  you’re  saying,  acting 
according  to  what  you  are  instructing  them  to  do, 
and  doing  it,”  which  is  exactly  the  opposite  of 
what  I  said. 

In  another  place  you  correctly  quoted  me  in  the 
body  of  the  text  as  having  said  that  in  my 
conversations  with  prison  officials  “I  have  been 
appalled  to  recognize  that  they  do  not  make  the 
.  .  .  distinction  between  consensual  sexual  activity 
and  non-consensual  activity  that  you  or  I  would”; 
but  you  then  inserted  a  garbled  headline  saying, 
“in  my  conversations  with  prison  officials,  I  have 
been  appalled  to  recognize  that  they  do  not  make 
the  distinction  between  consensual  activity  that 
you  or  I  would.” 

And  lastly,  it  is  not  entirely  clear  that  in  the  last 
paragraph  when  I  said  I  think  “the  main  thing  is  to 
change  their  posture  and  their  behavior  is  public  ex¬ 
posure  and  money  damage  suits  that  are  won 
against  them,”  I  was  referring  to  prison  officials, 
and  not  to  inmates. 

I  am  sure  these  corrections  are  of  interest  to 
virtually  nobody  except  me  and  perhaps  a  few 
staunch  civil  libertarians  who  may  have  wondered 
as  a  result  of  the  article  how  an  ACLU  affiliate  as 
respected  as  the  Greater  Philadelphia  Branch 
could  have  hired  such  an  addle-brained  new 
director.  In  any  event,  a  little  more  attention  to 
proofreading  would  certainly  be  appreciated.

Dear  GCN: 

Unfortunately,  when  Richard  Ronan  responded 
to  my  review  of  his  book  ( GCN  v.  6  #47),  of 
poems,  his  anger  and  various  not-to-the-point  but 
definitely  interesting  accusations  drew  attention 
away  from  the  content  of  my  review.  I  think  I 
made  some  important  points,  which  Richard  vio¬ 
lently  disagrees  with,  that  I’d  like  to  return  to  here. 
Though  I  think  that  the  poetry  is  quite  beautiful, 
and  much  of  it  moved  me,  I  did  find  it  limited.  It’s 
limited  in  a  way  that  much  of  what  we  know  as  gay 
male  liberation  poetry  (and  culture)  has  tended  to 
be  limited:  the  primary  focus  of  the  poems  were 
sexuality  and  romantic  love.  It  is  the  limitation 
here  I  am  objecting  to,  not  the  subjects  themselves. 

The  final  paragraph  of  my  review  was  edited  out 
by  GCN,  and  I  think  it  may  illuminate  some  of  this 
and  certainly  would  have  put  my  review  in  better 
perspective.  “Gay  male  history,  culture,  and 
politics  have  been  hidden,  denied  and  actively 
suppressed  for  centuries.  We  need  to  support  and 
appreciate  every  one  of  our  newly  emerging  artists, 
writers,  and  fighters  for  liberation,  even  as  we 
criticize  and  urge  them  on  to  greater  things. 
Clearly,  proud,  unabashed  celebrations  of  gay 
male  love  and  sexuality  are  needed  to  contradict 
our  society’s  oppressive  attitudes.  Flowers  is  a 
welcome  and  beautiful  contribution  to  this  aspect 
of  our  liberation.  I  am  hoping  that  now,  as  our 
movement  and  its  culture  begins  to  mature,  we  can 
take  on  the  difficult  task  of  seeing  ourselves  as 
whole,  full  human  beings.  From  our  particular 
strengths  and  experiences  as  gay  men  we  neecl  to 
make  real  connections  with  women,  our  co-work¬ 
ers,  and  our  communities,  both  in  our  politics  and 
in  our  art.”

To  the  Editors: 

I  have  a  few  words  to  say  about  this  year’s  Gay 
Day  Rally  here  in  Boston;  they  are,  Shame  On  Tia 
Cross!  Ms.  Cross  shouted  that  we  were  all  racists, 
every  white-faced  honkie  down  to  our  marrow. 
That  we  must  immediately  confront  this  racism 
and  blah  blah  blah.  (Other  speakers  reminded  us 
we  are  in  solidarity  with  the  Struggle  in  Soweto.) 
And  there  seemed  to  be  the  cheap  and  easy  appeal 
to  what  Ms.  Cross  (and  others)  thought  would  be 
lily-white  racial  guilt.  Well,  I’m  having  none  of  La 
Cross  and  I  think  she  was  a  wholly  unfortunate 
speaker  at  Gay  Day,  and  I’ll  tell  you  why. 

1)  Faggots  and  dykes  have  only  one  day  a  year  to 
celebrate  the  fact  that  they  are  queer,  have  come  to 
terms  with  being  queer,  and  are  banding  together 
to  fight  the  heterosexist  tyranny.  For  many  homo¬ 
sexuals,  particularly  in  this  Catholic-dominated 
town,  overcoming  the  guilt  dumped  on  them  has 
been  a  major  effort.  Gay  liberation  has  taught  us, 
if  nothing  else,  that  guilt  should  no  longer  be  an 
instrument  in  getting  us  to  perform  as  others 
would  wish.  Yet,  Tia  Cross  uses  her  Gay  Day 
forum  to  spew  out  a  Honkie  Guilt  Trip,  calls  us  all 
racists,  then  splits. 

2)  Secondly,  I  would  recommend  to  Cross  and 
others  of  her  shrill  persuasion  that  they  reread  Rita 
Mae  Brown’s  essay  “Hanoi  to  Hoboken:  a  round- 
trip  ticket.”  If  you  are  going  to  use  evidence  to 
support  an  argument  meant  to  move  people,  let’s 
get  evidence  from  close  at  hand.  You  need  not  go 
to  Rhodesia,  Soweto,  Vietnam  for  violent  acts  of 
racialism  and  racism.  It’s  right  here  in  our  own 
backyard.  Yes,  the  murder  of  10  black  women  and 
one  white  woman  here  in  Boston  since  the  first  of 
the  year  need  to  be  mentioned;  but  as  an  example 
of  the  psychopathic  personality  type  spawned  by  a 
culture  of  racism  and  sexism.

points  well  taken 

To  the  Editor: 

As  a  reader  and  supporter  of  GCN  for  many 
years,  I  was  disturbed  by  an  item  which  appeared 
in  the  7/7/79  issue  of  the  paper.  Headlined 
“Noble  and  Brown:  Foreclosure  Looming?,”  this 
item  was  apparently  picked  up  from  a  legal  notice 
published  in  a  Boston  paper.  Publication  of  such  a 
notice  is  a  required  preliminary  to  many  types  of 
legal  actions.  It  is  certainly  not  “news.”  However, 
someone  at  GCN  decided  it  was  “news”  and  made 
it  into  a  “story”  complete  with  photos  of  Elaine 
Noble,  Rita  Mae  Brown,  and  an  irrelevant  refer¬ 
ence  to  Noble’s  salary. 

My  concerns  around  this  item  are  two.  First,  I 
wonder  at  the  judgment  of  the  editors  in  consider¬ 
ing  this  material  appropriate  for  the  news 
columns.  The  resulting  brief  article  about  the 
private,  non-political  business  affairs  of  two 
women  came  across  as  malicious  gossip  '  and  felt 
very  much  out  of  place  on  a  page  which  carried 
stories  about  the  March  on  Washington,  bias  in 
the  U.S.  Air  Force,  etc.  These  are  the  kinds  of 
stories  I  look  for  in  GCN,  which  I  respect  as  the 
leading  news  source  on  the  lives  and  struggles  of 
lesbians  and  gay  men.  I  certainly  do  not  read  the 
paper  in  order  to  participate  in  invading  the  pri¬ 
vacy  of  others  in  the  gay  community. 

Second,  I  feel  that  GCN's  periodic  sniping  at 
Elaine  Noble,  of  which  this  article  is  an  example, 
has  been  one  of  the  paper’s  most  persistent  weak¬ 
nesses  over  the  past  four  years.  It  concerns  me  that 
the  staff  of  a  nationally  circulated  non-profit  civil 
rights  journal  spends  so  much  energy  seeking  to 
attack  the  personality  and  undermine  the  credi¬ 
bility  of  one  lesbian  woman  who  happens  to  have 
achieved  national  visibility.  Males  tn  leadership 
have  not  been  accorded  the  same  treatment 
(though  it  would  not  be  any  better  if  they  were). 
That  bodes  ill  for  any  woman  who  comes  to  the 
fore  in  the  community. 

People  in  any  community  need  to  be  encouraged 
to  deal  responsibly  with  the  feelings  they  have 
about  each  other.  It  is  plain  that  some  people  at 
GCN  dislike  Noble,  but  it  is  abusive  and  irrespon¬ 
sible  for  them  to  use  their  access  to  the  news 
columns  to  express  their  feelings  by  printing 
“news”  about  her  business  troubles.  “Journal¬ 
ism”  of  this  type  is  actually  more  harmful  to  the 
paper,  and  more  demoralizing  to  the  community 
than  to  its  intended  victims.  Nobody  can  be  safe 
from  scurrilous  backstabbing  when  it  is  the, 
editorial  policy  of  the  paper  to  permit  it.  Putting 
an  end  to  this  policy  will  be  healthy  for  the  com¬ 
munity  and  for  the  paper.  We  have  better  targets 
for  our  anger  than  people  in  our  own  community, 
and  we  do  not  need  to  oppress  ourselves.

Gentrification  — 
Speculation  on  Gay

Well  .  .  .  Proposition  6  lost.  The  California  electorate  defeated  the  Briggs  Initiative 
which  would  keep  gays  out  of  classrooms. 

The  Third  World  Fund  views  the  moves  to  legaRy  discriminate  against  gays,  the  campaign 
against  ratifying  the  ERA,  the  courtroom  made  claims  of  ‘reverse  discrimination’,  anti¬ 
abortion  and  the  anti-welfare  rhetoric  that  accompanied  the  successful  passage  of  Proposition 
13  as  racist,  right  wing  and  dangerously  insidious. 

It  is  within  this  context  that  some  potential  conflicts  between  the  black  and  gay 
communities  should  be  examined. 

Blacks  object  to  the  position  taken  by  many  gays  which  equates  the  struggle  to  have 
sexual  relations  with  someone  of  the  same  gender  considered  legitimate,  with  the  long  battle 
by  blacks  for  human,  political  and  civil  rights. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  this  objection  is  the  fact  that  many  gays  are  involved  in  exercising 
white  male  privilege  at  the  very  time  they  are  claiming  to  be  members  of  an  oppressed  group. 

One  outward  manifestation  of  this  conflict  is  the  housing  area.  Real  estate  speculation  in 
this  city  has  operated  to  the  disadvantage  of  poor,  non-white  groups,  and  unfortunately  many 
gays  are  actively  involved  in  shoving  poor,  and  low-income  minorities  out  of  their  homes  and 
neighborhoods. 

Gays  have  dominated  the  upgrading  of  the  Alamo  Square  area,  are  moving  into  the 
Haight-Fillmore  corridor,  renaming  it  Mint  Hill,  and  buying  large  pieces  of  the  traditionally 
Latino  neighborhoods  in  the  Mission  District.  These  areas,  once  redlined  by  bigoted  bankers 
and  insurance  companies,  are  now  prime  real  estate  speculation  sites. 

The  social  and  economic  reality  is  that  gay  men  are  a  significant  part  of  that  white 
population  which  is  now  discovering  excellent  buying  opportunities  in  what  had  formerly  been 
predominantly  black  areas.  These  buyers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  comparatively  low  prices 
assigned  property  which  has  been  neglected,  largely  because  biased  lending  practices 
prevented  the  black  owners  from  making  necessary  repairs. 

The  laws  against  redlining  worked  to  the  advantage  of  this  affluent  white  population 
insofar  as  they  were  passed  at  just  the  time  that  San  Francisco  was  enjoying  a  rapid  rise  in  the 
price  of  property.

Working  Together  on 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  79

As  recent  letters  in  GCN  have  indicated,  there  has  been  criticism  of  the  “failures”  of 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  ’79.  As  representatives  of  the  committee,  we  would  like  to  discuss 
some  of  these  issues.  Constructive  criticism  is  necessary  if  members  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community  are  to  work  through  differences  which  have  hindered  us  in  the  past.  However,  a 
good  deal  of  the  current  discussion  is  based  on  major  misconceptions  about  the  goals  and 
actions  of  this  year’s  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Week  Committee.  These  misconceptions  have 
been  shaped  by  past  divisions  which  have  polarized  groups  in  the  community  and  prohibited 
communication  and  interaction.  One  of  our  goals  this  year  was  to  try  and  overcome  some  of 
the  divisiveness;  this  spirit  guides  our  responses  here. 

Some  say  that  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Committee  was  controlled  by  “a  small  clique  of 
radicals.”  Martin  F.  Belmont  falls  victim  to  this  fallacy  in  his  letter  published  in  the  June  30 
GCN.  Such  criticism  is  unfair  and  uninformed.  It  is  true  that  the  group  of  individuals  who 
organized  this  year’s  parade,  rally  and  workshops  was  small.  However,  no  one  deliberately  or 
inadvertently  excluded  anyone  from  coming  to  any  organizing  meetings  or  from  offering  any 
other  form  of  participation,  assistance  or  input.  The  committee  was  open  to  all  who  wanted  to 
be  a  part  of  it;  meetings  were  advertised  every  week  in  GCN,  and  we  worked  by  discussion  and 
consensus.  The  fact  that  our  limited  working  membership  came  from  such  diverse  groups  as 
Fag  Rag,  N.O.W.,  North  Shore  Gay  Alliance,  BLAGMAR,  and  Gay  Legislation,  in  addition 
to  people  who  didn’t  belong  to  “formal”  organizations,  testifies  to  the  variety  of 
backgrounds  and  interests  which  shaped  our  decision-making  processes.  We  were  students, 
secretaries,  teachers,  restaurant  workers,  housecleaners,  civil  servants,  craftspeople, 
shopkeepers,  and  bar  and  street  people  —  to  cite  a  few  examples.  Each  of  us  made  an 
independent  choice  to  work  together,  and  many  of  us  put  aside  our  differences  to  work  for  a 
common  goal. 

In  1979  no  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Committee  meeting  “voted  to  prohibit  gay  bars  from 
participating  in  the  Parade.”  In  fact,  all  bars  and  community  organizations  were  contacted 
well  in  advance  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Week,  asking  for  suggestions  and  other  assistance. 
A  consensus  decision  was  reached  prohibiting  floats  with  advertising  in  the  parade.  This  was 
done  to  prevent  possible  accidents,  to  keep  people’s  lungs  free  of  exhaust  fumes,  and  also  to 
avoid  the  appearance  of  promoting  any  business  or  political  concern.  For  the  same  reason,  we 
agreed  not  to  have  any  political  candidates  speak  at  the  rally.  This  did  not  mean  that  bar 
management  or  politicians  were  unwelcome. 

This  year  the  committee  consciously  directed  its  outreach  efforts  toward  working  class 
and  third  world  lesbians  and  gay  men.  Our  concern  was  to  contact  groups  who  had  not 
previously  participated  in  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Week  planning  and  activities.  We  did  not 


residents  just  months  before,  are  exercising  white  privilege.  Moreover,  they  are  not  utilizing 
that  heightening  of  consciousness  which  should  have  come  with  their  experience  in  struggling 
against  laws  such  as  Proposition  6. 

When  we  oppose  the  Briggs  Initiative,  we  know  that  it  is  not  about  protecting  children. 
And  when  we  jump  all  over  the  Bakke  decision,  it  is  because  we  are  certain  that  it  has  little  to 
do  with  maintaining  educational,  medical  or  legal  standards  of  any  kind.  We  see  these 
measures  clearly  as  an  attempt  by  the  social  and  economic  elite  to  preserve  their  privileged 
positions. 

Gays  who  argue  on  the  one  hand  for  equal  treatment  without  regard  to  their  sexual 
preference  and  who  utilize  their  positions  as  members  of  the  dominant  white  male 
establishment  to  move  black  people  out  of  their  homes,  are  lining  up  with  the  Briggs’s,  the 
Bakkes  and  the  Bryants. 

The  movement  of  gays  into  previously  black  neighborhoods,  ultimately  amounts  to  the 
fact  that  whites  with  money  are  moving  on  blacks  with  none.  When  that  movement  is 
accompanied  by  a  rhetoric  which  refers  to  the  right  to  have  a  gay  life  style  and  which  equates 
the  oppression  of  blacks  with  the  suppression  of  homosexuality,  racial  insult  is  added  to  white 
male  arrogance. 

There  has  to  be  a  broad  front  that  pushes  for  increased  human  and  civil  rights  for  all 
citizens  and  blacks  and  gays  should  be  members  of  that  front.  Every  major  black  institution 
recognized  and  spoke  out  against  the  dangers  of  the  two  Briggs  Initiatives  —  6  and  7.  Yet,  no 
support  at  all  was  given  to  the  defeat  of  the  death  penalty  initiative  by  the  gay  community.  We 
suggest  that  bond  of  solidarity  is  seriously  hampered  when  gays  are  used  as  blockbusters  in  the 
‘Negro  removal’  process  and  fail  to  be  sensitive  to  the  human  and  civil  rights  threats  of  the 
minority  community. 

Gays  are  being  used  as  the  leading  edge  of  a  quiet,  redevelopment  plan  geared  toward 
driving  non-white  and  the  poor  out  of  increasingly  white  and  wealthy  San  Francisco. 

Those  non-whites  and  poor  people  who  are  being  moved  view  the  invading  gays  as 
oppressors,  pure  and  simple  —  whites  with  money  who  can  drive  prices  up  and  force  people  to 
search  for  housing  somewhere  else.  It’s  not  too  much  to  suggest  that  the  move  toward  human 
rights  for  all  in  San  Francisco  may  be  running  into  a  snag  simply  because  some  gays  want  to  be 
convertible  —  oppressive  when  convenient  and  privileged  when  necessary. 


intend,  as  Eric  Rofes  suggests  in  GCN{  june  30 ),  to  “downplay  gay  issues  and  focus  instead 
on  fighting  racism,  classism  and  sexism.”  Rather,  we  hoped  to  demonstrate  that  for  many 
lesbians  and  gay  men  these  are  issues  of  vital  importance.  If  these  issues  are  important,  then 
WE  must  raise  them.  This  hardly  means  that  specifically  lesbian  or  gay  issues  have  been 
subordinated.  Had  this  been  our  intention,  then  none  of  us  would  have  bothered  with  any  of 
the  hours  of  hard  work  it  takes  to  organize  a  parade,  a  rally,  and  two  weeks’  worth  of  other 
activities  in  the  first  place. 

We  also  hoped  to  clarify  some  of  the  ways  in  which  heterosexism  is  intricately  bound  up 
with  all  other  forms  of  oppression.  Belmont  suggests  that  lesbian/gay  rallies  should  not 
address  these  issues  because  forums  organized  by  other  movements  do  not  address  lesbian/gay 
issues.  Many  of  us  also  participate  in  feminist,  anti-racist,  and  anti-nuke  organizations,  and 
have  fought  —  often  unsuccessfully  —  to  have  lesbian  and  gay  issues  raised  and  dealt  with  by 
such  groups.  We  don’t  want  to  be  vindictive.  We  don’t  want  to  mimic  the  behavior  of  others 
by  ignoring  elements  of  our  own  community,  as  we  are  ignored  in  the  “straight”  world. 

By  raising  issues  of  class,  race,  and  sex,  we  hoped  to  provide  through  the  parade,  rally, 
and  workshops  a  public  forum  in  which  members  of  the  community  could  begin  to  address 
problems  which  currently  divide  us.  We  felt  —  and  feel  —  that  there  is  no  sense  in  “playing 
ostrich”  by  sticking  our  heads  in  the  sand  and  attempting  to  pretend  that  such  differences  do 
not  exist.  Our  point  was  —  and  remains  —  not  to  “guilt-trip”  anyone,  but  to  begin  to 
recognize  our  diversity  and  to  encourage  communication  about  it.  Only  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  can  we  begin  to  build  a  coalition  which  includes  the  interests  of  ALL  lesbians  and  gay 
men. 

We  are  upset  that  some  members  of  the  community  felt  “left  out”  of  this  year’s  rally.  We 
are  concerned  that  people  chose  not  to  work  on  or  with  the  committee.  For  many  of  us,  the 
chance  to  work  together  as  part  of  a  very  diverse  group  proved  an  unforgettable  —  and 
terribly  positive  —  experience.  The  more  individuals  who  come  out  and  participate  in  the 
planning  stages  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  in  future  years,  the  better  parades  and  rallies  —  and 
all  our  lives  —  will  be.

Chester  Wolfe 

BOSTON,  MA  —  Services  were 
held  last  week  in  Brookline  for 
Chester  G.  Wolfe,  the  64-year-old 
owner  of  three  Boston  gay  bars 
and  dozens  of  other  local  proper¬ 
ties.  The  bodies  of  Wolfe  and  two 
women  were  discovered  in  the 
bedroom  of  his  Newton  home  on 
June  30,  victims  of  carbon  mon¬ 
oxide  poisoning. 

Detective  Lt.  Thomas  E.  Spar- 
tichino  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  told  GCN  that  the  deaths 
have  been  ruled  accidental. 
“There  was  no  sign  of  foul  play,” 
he  said.  Spartichino  said  that 
Wolfe’s  Cadillac,  which  was  in  an 
indoor  garage  directly  underneath 
the  bedroom,  had  been  running 
for  about  ten  hours  before  an  em¬ 
ployee  made  the  grim  discovery  at 
about  8:30  a.m. 

The  other  victims  were  identi¬ 
fied  as  Betty  Silcott,  44,  and 
Linda  Masse,  24,  both  of  Boston. 

Wolfe  owned  three  of  Boston’s 
most  popular  gay  bars,  including 
Sporters  Cafe  on  Cambridge 
Street,  the  1270  on  Boylston 
Street,  and  the  Boston  Eagle  on

economically,  culturally,  and 
racially  diverse  student  body;  and 
to  maintain  a  teacher/pupil  ratio 
of  at  least  one  teacher  per  ten  stu¬ 
dents.  .  .

In  addition, 
he  owned  the  Frank  ’N’  Stein  on 
Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  was  a 
partner  in  Norge  Realty,  one  of 
the  city’s  largest  landlords  in  the 
Back  Bay-Beacon  Hill  area,  along 
with  Norman  Chaletsky  and 
Richard  Duca. 

Avoiding  attention  was  Wolfe’s 
hallmark.  He  went  to  his  bars  in¬ 
frequently  and  had  all  business 
conducted  through  the  bars’  man¬ 
agers.  However,  he  was  a  philan¬ 
thropist  at  all  times,  making  sure 
that  the  neighborhoods’  residents 
benefit  from  the  operation  of  the 
bars.  He  provided  Christmas  and 
Thanksgiving  dinners  every  year 
for  hundreds  of  elderly  residents 
of  the  Fenway  area,  and  sent  an 
equal  number  of  children  to  sum¬ 
mer  camp,  but  never  asked  for  or 
received  recognition  for  most  of 
his  contributions. 

Wolfe’s  policy  was  to  make  sure 
that  his  bars  served  the  needs  of 
the  gay  community  and  that  they 
operated  with  the  support  of  the 
larger  community.  Though  not 
gay  himself,  he  gave  generously  to

have  to  read.  Homosexuality  is 
never  talked  about  and  that’s 
where  they  are  really  missing  out. 
They  are  ignoring  what  is  really 
going  on.”  Newton  stated  that 
since  he  discovered  BEHS,  his  en¬ 
tire  attitude  about  school  has 
changed.  He  said  that  he  feels 
“totally  comfortable”  now  with 
the  support  and  independence  he 
is  receiving. 

BEHS  has  a  summer  session 
which  includes  independent  stud¬ 
ies  and  tutorial  classes.  The  school 
is  located  at  504  Cathedral  St.  in 
Baltimore.

Arrested 

ATLANTA,  GA  —  The  Mont¬ 
rose  Star,  the  South’s  weekly  gay 
newspaper,  reports  that  three 
members  of  the  staff  of  Cavco, 
Inc.,  have  been  arrested  and 
charged  with  the  distribution  and 
sale  of  obscene  material  following 
the  broadcast  of  a  documentary 
series  on  television  station  WXIA 
(Atlanta’s  channel  11). 

The  documentary,  entitled 
“Boys  for  Sale,”  concerned  male 
prostitution  and  concluded  with 
an  appeal  for  citizens  to  “stamp 
out”  such  prostitution.  One  seg¬ 
ment  dealing  with  child  pornogra¬ 
phy  showed  a  scene  from  the 
offices  of  Cavco,  which  publishes 
Cruise  and  Score,  gay  publica¬ 
tions  featuring  nude  males.  The 
Star  describes  Cruise  as  a  monthly 
magazine  which  features  “light 
articles  and  mild  nude  photo¬ 
graphs.”  Score  is  described  as  a 
quarterly  with  “bolder  stories  and 
photographs.”  Cavco  also  occa¬ 
sionally  publishes  “hard-core” 
magazines  which  are  made  avail- 
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Hearing  Scheduled 
on  Assault  Complaint 


BOSTON,  MA  —  A  hearing  is 
scheduled  for  July  6  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court  on  the  complaint 
of  two  gay  men  who  reported  that 
they  were  assaulted  on  Exeter 
Street  early  in  the  morning  of 
June  16. 

The  men  allege  that,  while 
walking  on  Exeter  Street,  three 
young  men  started  to  call  them 
names.  When  they  shouted  back, 
the  young  men  responded  by 
punching  them  in  their  faces  and 
throwing  them  to  the  ground.  The 
victims  then  hailed  a  passing 
police  cruiser  and  gave  the  officers 
descriptions  of  the  assailants,  who 
had  begun  to  run  away. 

The  officers  gave  chase  and  ap¬ 
prehended  two  of  the  men.  Since 
there  were  no  weapons  involved  in 
the  assault,  the  alleged  crime  was 
a  misdemeanor  and  not  a  felony, 
and  therefore  the  police  could  not 
arrest  the  men  because  they  did 
not  witness  the  incident.  How¬ 
ever,  the  officers  did  obtain  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  sus¬ 
pects,  and  summonses  for  them 


were  issued  on  June  19  from  Bos¬ 
ton  Municipal  Court. 

The  two  were  identified  as  Wil¬ 
liam  Mahoney,  20,  and  Robert 
Keane,  also  20,  both  of  Roslin- 
dale. 

Paul  Sansone,  one  of  the  vic¬ 
tims,  also  charged  that  one  of  the 
officers  who  apprehended  the  sus¬ 
pects  called  him  a  “fucking  fag¬ 
got”  while  he  was  trying  to  report 
the  incident. 

Sansone  was  treated  at  New 
England  Medical  Center  Hospital 
and  received  six  stitches  for  a  la¬ 
ceration  §bove  his  right  eye.  His 
friend,  Joseph  Anastasio,  was 
treated  for  cuts  and  bruises  on  his 
face  and  x-rayed  for  internal  in¬ 
juries. 

An  internal  investigation  con¬ 
cerning  the  name-calling  charge 
was  underway  last  week.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Lt.  William  J.  Bratton  of 
District  Four,  all  officers  who 
were  involved  in  the  incident  have 
been  ordered  to  submit  reports  of 
what  was  said  and  done  at  the 
scene. 


able  at  adult  bookstores.  During 
the  airing  of  the  documentary, 
WXIA  issued  a  disclaimer  stating 
that  “as  far  as  they  knew,”  Cavco 
was  not  involved  with  minors. 

The  three  Cavco  staffers  were 
arrested  last  month  by  Atlanta 
police.  Robert  Swinden,  president 
of  Cavco,  said  he  plans  to  file 
lawsuits  against  WXIA  and  the 
police,  and  benefits  have  been  ar¬ 
ranged  to  help  defray  the  expenses 
which  will  be  incurred  by  such 


suits.  The  Atlanta  Gay  Center  is 
helping  to  coordinate  the  benefits 
and  will  be  the  recipient  of  any 
money  collected  beyond  the  costs 
of  the  suits,  as  well  as  of  any 
monetary  damages  awarded  by 
the  courts. 

Cavco  also  publishes  weekly 
gay  bar  magazines  in  Atlanta  and 
Detroit  and  had  planned  to  begin 
publication  of  such  a  magazine  in 
Houston  prior  to  the  arrests. 
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Women’s  Commission 
Regroups  in  Exile

BOSTON,  MA  —  Governor 
King’s  former  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women  is  alive  and  well 
and  still  politicking  on  Beacon 
Hill.  The  forty  ex-commissioners, 
fired  by  King  last  March  (see  GCN 
Vol.  6,  No.  37)  when  he  received 
its  annual  critique  of  his  Admin¬ 
istration’s  budget,  form  the  core 
of  the  new  Women’s  Commission 
in  Exile  (WCE).  The  group,  which 
included  some  women  who  have 
served  as  commissioners  since 
1971,  defines  its  purpose  as  “re¬ 
maining  an  active,  visible  force  as 
advocates  for  the  rights  and  status 
of  Massachusetts  women.” 

Exiled  commissioner  Sarah 
Trafton-Barao  told  GCN  that  the 
Commission,  undaunted  by  the 
blow  dealt  to  them  by  King,  is 


continuing  to  lobby  for  the  same 
bills  that  it  supported  before  the 
axing.  These  include  a  bill  which 
would  require  the  state  to  provide 
shelter  and  other  aid  to  displaced 
homemakers,  a  bill  which  would 
mandate  sliding-fee  day  care  for 
poor  families,  and  another  to 
maintain  sufficient  funding  of  the 
state’s  Aid  to  Families  with  De¬ 
pendent  Children  program. 

In  health-related  legislation,  the 
Commission  is  continuing  to  fight 
for  the  passage  of  an  act  to  pro¬ 
hibit  insurance  companies  from 
denying  life  insurance  to  D.E.S.- 
affected  women  and  a  bill  which 
would  require  doctors  to  inform 
their  breast  cancer  patients  of 
treatment  alternatives  to  radical 
masectomy,  such  as  lumpectomy, 
chemotherapy,  and  radiation

ity.”  After  the  interview  it  was 
Massicotte’s  opinion  that  the 
applicant  should  not  be  hired. 

Upon  notification  of  this  de¬ 
cision,  the  applicant  filed  a  com¬ 
plaint  against  Massicotte.  A  few 
days  later,  he  was  fired. 

Contacted  for  a  statement  con¬ 
cerning  his  termination,  Massi¬ 
cotte  stated  that  the  applicant  had 
accused  him  of  making  sexual  ad¬ 
vances  during  the  interview.  These 
accusations  were  not  given  by  the 
company  as  reasons  for  termina¬ 
tion;  however,  along  with  “gross 
misconduct,”  SCBT  later  accused 
him  of  asking  too  many  detailed 
questions  during  the  interview. 

Contacted  by  a  reporter  from 
Impact,  a  local  gay  publication,  a 
staff  person  from  the  New  Or¬ 
leans  chapter  of  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  al¬ 
leged,  “If  he  were  heterosexual 
and  a  female  applicant  had  made 
a  similar  complaint,  would  he  not 
have  been  given  an  opportunity  to 
clear  himself?” 

Massicotte  is  certain  that  he  was 
fired  because  he  is  gay.  The 


ACLU  agrees  with  him,  citing 
past  SCBT  terminations  as  being 
long  and  difficult  procedures.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ACLU,  “Massi¬ 
cotte’s  hasty,  verbal  termination  is 
not  ordinary,  especially  for  such  a 
long,  good  employee  for  such  a 
minor  accusation.” 

Mark  Gonzalez,  staff  person 
for  the  ACLU  Lambda  Chapter, 
stated  that  it  was  decided  to  enter 
a  charge  of  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  sex  rather  than  sexual 
preference  because  the  company 
did  not  state  sexual  preference  as 
cause  for  termination.  Gonzalez 
said,  “In  the  past,  other  males 
have  lost  their  jobs  in  the  pre¬ 
dominantly  female  office  of  the 
phone  company.  We  have  a  good 
chance  of  winning  if  we  go  into 
the  case  in  this  manner.” 

SCBT  has  a  stated  policy  “bar¬ 
ring  discrimination  against  homo¬ 
sexuals  in  hiring  and  employ¬ 
ment,”  but  this  type  of  discrim¬ 
ination  is  hard  to  prove. 

Until  a  ruling  is  handed  down 
by  the  EEOC,  the  ACLU  is  un¬ 
certain  as  to  the  route  it  may  take 
for  further  litigation  if  their 
complaint  is  denied.

with  the  Social  Principles  in  the 
course  of  answering  that  ques¬ 
tion.”  He  added,  “I  believe  a 
Judicial  Council  ruling  will  be 
helpful  to  the  1980  General  Con¬ 
ference  and  will  save  it  a  lot  of 
time.” 

Opponents  of  the  resolution 
said  it  would  reverse  a  vote  taken 
at  last  year’s  annual  conference  in 
which  clergy  upheld  the  appointa- 
bility  of  a  homosex¬ 

ual,  the  Rev.  Paul  Abels  of 
Washington  Square  United 
Methodist  Church  in  New  York 
City.  One  speaker  said  no  new 
data  had  been  presented  this  year. 
Another  said:  “If  we  took  the 
Apostle  Paul’s  words  seriously, 
more  than  half  the  new  elders 
approved  today  would  not  be  or¬ 
dained  because  we  are  women.” 

Until  a  Judicial  Council  ruling 
comes,  Abels’  appointment  re¬ 
mains  intact,  according  to  the 
Rev.  Arthur  McClanahan,  press 
officer  for  the  conference.  When 
asked  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  whether  all  ministerial 
members  of  conferences  were 
blameless  in  their  life  and  official 
administration,  the  Rev.  Richard 
Parker  answered  for  the  cabinet, 
“Yes,  with  the  exception  of  one 
who  is  still  under  study.” 

The  panel  on  human  sexuality, 
arranged  by  the  Task  Force  on 
Human  Sexuality,  featured  two 
theologians,  Dr7  William  Muehl, 
professor  of  homiletics  at  Yale 


University  Divinity  Schook,  and 
Dr.  Byron  Shafer,  associate 
professor  of  religious  studies  at 
Fordham  and  an  author  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church’s 
statement  on  sexual  orientation. 
Also  Dr.  Deryck  Calderwood, 
associate  professor  of  health 
education  and  director  of  the 
human  sexuality  program  at  New 
York  University,  and  Dr.  Karen 
Brown,  professor  of  Christian 
ethics  at  Drew  University. 

Calderwood  maintained  it  is  not 
a  matter  of  choice  whether  one 
will  become  a  homosexual,  a 
heterosexual,  or  a  bisexual  per¬ 
son.  He  said  it  is  a  result  of  bio¬ 
logical,  sociological  >and  psycho¬ 
logical  components.  Sexual  pre¬ 
ference  is  determined  by  the  age  of 
three,  he  said,  and  there  is  little 
flexibility  in  changing  this  aspect. 
A  person  cannot  go  from  an  ex¬ 
clusively  homosexual  identity  to  a 
completely  heterosexual  identity. 
It  is  not  a  matter  for  treatment  or 
“cure,”  he  averred. 

Muehl  said,  “God  is  the 
primary  creator  and  the  human 
being  expresses  his  divine  origin 
most  faithfully  in  the  act  of  crea¬ 
tion,  having  children.  Procreation 
is  the  primary  mode  of  human 
obedience.”  When  same  sex  indi¬ 
viduals  unite,  he  said,  “it  is  anti- 
procreativity  and  essentially  ster¬ 
ile.” 

Shafer  disagreed,  saying  in  the 
oldest  creation  account  “there 
was  not  one  reference  to  pro¬ 


treatment. 

With  respect  to  abortion  rights, 
Trafton-Barao  admitted  that  they 
are  not  lobbying  for  any  bills 
which  would  protect  indigent 
women’s  reproductive  rights. 
“Right  now,  our  lobbying  would¬ 
n’t  be  too  forceful,”  she  said,  al¬ 
though  in  1977  and  1978  the  Com¬ 
mission  opposed  anti-choice  legis¬ 
lation  by  writing  letters  to  the  ap¬ 
propriate  House  and  Senate  com¬ 
mittees,  demanding  an  end  to 
“the  double  standard  —  one  for 
the  rich  and  one  for  the  poor” 
which  is  applied  to  women  who 
want  abortions. 

The  New  Commission 

Presently,  King  is  in  the  process 
of  choosing  women  for  his  new 
Governor’s  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women. 

“We  are  planning  on  working 
with  this  new  Commission  to  the 
extent  that  we  can  agree,”  prom¬ 
ised  Trafton-Barao,  but  she  fears 
that  King’s  new  commissioners 
may  fit  the  hand  that  picked  them 
like  a  glove.  In  particular,  she  sus¬ 
pects  that  King  is  modeling  a 
women’s  commission  in  his  own 
pro-life  image.  The  administra¬ 
tion  has,  according  to  Trafton- 
Barao,  been  advertising  the  vacant 
commissioners’  positions  on  a 
Boston  pro-life  hotline,  urging 
callers  ,o  apply.  To  the  best  of  her 
knowledge,  the  administration  is 
not  publicizing  the  vacancies  in 
any  other  media  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth.

A  letter  in  the  recent  issue  of  the 
Seattle  Gay  News  quotes  Linda 
Hunt,  editor  of  the  Seattle  Alter¬ 
nate,  who  said,  “The  issues  go  far 
beyond  economic  considerations. 
The  striking  workers  are  asking 
that  Coors  recognize  their  union 
and  its  right  to  collective  bargain¬ 
ing  and  to  end  humiliating  and 
degrading  employment  practices. 
Without  fulfilling  these  minimal 
demands,  any  concessions  to  the 
gay  community  made  by  Coors 
are  divisive  and  a  travesty.” 


creation.  Yahweh  formed  a  part¬ 
ner  to  overcome  loneliness. 
Sexuality  came  into  being  to  serve 
humanity  and  community.” 
While  another  purpose  of  human 
sexuality  was  procreation,  it  was 
not  the  primary  purpose,  he  main¬ 
tained. 

Brown  expressed  the  view  that 
sex  roles  are  a  matter  of  agree¬ 
ment  among  people.  They  define 
with  whom  it  is  permissible  to  be 
intimate. .  “Homosexuals  confuse 
us  about  how  we  should  behave  to 
them,  so  we  call  them  sinful,”  she 
said.  “Homosexuals  don’t  play  by 
the  rules,  so  they  threaten  to  show 
the  rules  are  human  constructs.” 

Brown  noted  the  nuclear  family 
as  a  social  institution  was  barely  a 
century  old.  Shafer  recalled  that 
Jesus  had  not  been  limite  to  the 
nuclear  family,  nor  were  his  fol¬ 
lowers  only  the  12  apostles  but 
both  men  and  women.  “It  was 
like  a  hippie  commune,”  he  said. 

In  an  exchange  on  why  the  pri¬ 
mary  purpose  of  sexuality  was 
procreation,  Muehl  said,  “We 
wouldn’t  have  people  without  it. 
There  wouldn’t  be  any  people  left 
to  have  ‘rich  relationships’."  Cal- 
derwood  disputed  this,  saying 
heterosexuals  would  remain  pre¬ 
dominant.  Muehl  replied,  “If  we 
give  religious  approval  to  homo¬ 
sexuality,  we  take  one  more 
element  of  dignity  from  one  of  the 
major  jobs  that  human  beings 
have  to  do.”

Robert  Patrick  is  known  the  world  over  for  his  plays.  He  was  a  prime 
mover  in  the  off-off  Broadway  world  of  the  sixties  and  began  his  career  in 
the  famed  Caf£  Cino.  Since  then  he  has  written  literally  hundreds  of 
plays  and  loves  going  anywhere  to  see  them  performed.  His  newest  play, 
T-Shirts,  will  be  playing  at  the  Spike  bar  in  New  York  during  July.  The 
Richest  Girl  in  the  World  Finds  Happiness  will  be  playing  in  Province- 
town  this  summer,  and  the  Collective  Artist  Theater  will  soon  be  playing 
his  award  winning  Kennedy's  Children  at  the  Boston  Arts  Group. 

Since  he  usually  talks  about  his  theatrical  life,  Robert  P  Trick  has 
decided  to  talk  about  some  of  his  other  concerns.  One  of  tm^rica’s 
funniest  playwrights  has  some  very  serious  things  to  say. 

it  SPENT  most  of  my  early  life  sitting.  Sitting  in  the  back  seat  of  an 
old  Chevrolet  prowling  around  the  Southwest  while  my  father  looked  for 
work  during  the  depression.  Or  sitting  down  in  movie  houses  watching 
movies.  Or  sitting  down  at  home  reading  books.  Or  sitting  down  in  parks 
watching  the  moon  and  the  stars  and  the  migrating  geese. 

The  first  experience  that  got  me  out  of  sitting  down  was  joining  the 
Air  Force,  where  I  learned  that  I  could  do  anything.  1  was  madly  in  love 
with  this  Air  Force  guy.  After  he  left  me  for  a  lieutenant  with  a 
convertible  I  joined  the  Air  Force  to  be  in  the  same  branch  of  the  service 
he  was,  and  of  course  got  kicked  out  real  fast.  Not  through  anything  I 
did,  by  the  way,  but  because  some  creepy  queens  at  the  Air  Force  base  at 
Roswell  turned  me  in  as  gay.  They  couldn’t  prove  anything,  so  they 
couldn’t  kick  me  out,  but  they  let  me  quit.  They  threatened  that  they’d 
keep  me  in  stupid  jobs  the  whole  time  that  I  was  in,  when  I  was  supposed 
to  be  sent  to  Syracuse  University  to  be  trained  as  a  Chinese  and  Russian 
translator.  I  didn’t  want  to  sit  in  San  Antonio  at  a  typing  job  for. eight 
f  j^^years  (I  had  to  do  an  eight-year  enlistment  since  I  was  being  sent  to 
.  ^ college).  And  so  I  left.  Back  in  those  days,  if  there  was  an  ACLU,  I  didn’t 
hear  about  it.  1  mean,  no  one  ever  heard  of  a  queer  fighting  to  stay  in  the 
service.  There  was  no  one  to  talk  to.  So  fuck  you.  Leonard  Matlovich. 

From  there  I  decided  that  1  must  be  crazy,  so  1  had  myself  put  in  a 
New  Mexico  state  asylum.  They  have  to  take  you.  They  have  to  take 
anyone  who  wants  in,  for  a  week.  After  seven  says  they  said:  “Will  you 
get  the  fuck  out  of  here  and  move  to  a  big  city.”  I  ran  away  to  Santa  Fe, 
where  you  go  if  you’re  queer,  artistic,  drunk,  or  political  in  New  Mexico. 
There  1  got  into  trouble  with  the  intellectuals  because  I  tried  to  do 
something  for  the  Indians  on  the  reservations.  And  at  that  time  you  just 
didn’t  rock  the  racial  boat.  And  also,  as  usual,  I  wasn’t  getting  laid.  If 
anyone  had  gone  to  bed  with  me  in  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  I’d  still  be  in 
Roswell,  and  I’d  probably  be  mayor  by  now. 

Through  a  series  of  quirks  I  ended  up  in  the  Northeast  and  in  New 
York  where  I  found  the  Caf 6  Cino  and  a  home.  The  only  reason  I  got  into 
theater  was  that  I  couldn’t  get  laid.  Pure  and  simple.  Had  I  had  people  to 
sleep  with,  I  would  not  have  been  spending  my  time  at  the  Cino  working. 
When  I  read  things  that  say  that  a  person’s  sex  life  determines  the  form  of 
their  life  —  and  it’s  true  —  I  have  to  laugh,  because  in  my  life  it’s  been  the 
absence  of  a  sex  life  that’s  determined  it.  Every  major  action  or  move  has 
been  to  get  away  from  a  place  where  I  couldn’t  get  laid.  I’d  go  somewhere 
else,  hoping  things  would  be  different  there.  And  I’m  still  going;  I’m  stiil 
looking.  You  can’t  give  up,  even  when  you  get  silly. 

Gay  Politics 

I  think  that  the  gay  movement  is  the  most  important  political 
movement  in  the  world.  Gay  people  exist  in  every  other  group.  At  the 
moment  it’s  the  only  functioning  liberation  movement  in  the  world  that  I 
can  see.  It’s  being  corrupted  and  swamped  and  defused  and  neutralized  in 
-  every  conceivable  way.  If  it  goes  I  think  it  will  signify  the  first  move  of  a 
flash  back  to  total  repression. 

The  triviality  and  superficiality  of  most  gay  life  is  appalling  when  you 
consider  that  the  people  involved  are  politically  endangered  from  all 
sides.  Of  course  I’m  still  reacting  a  bit  to  the  idea  that  gay  people  are 
brighter  than  other  people.  Turns  out  they’re  not.  And  if  they  ever  were, 
it’s  with  the  brightness  and  shrewdness  of  people  who  have  to  hide.  Not 
having  to  hide  seems  to  have  turned  off  a  lot  of  the  imagination,  intelli¬ 
gence,  and  insight  in  gay  people  as  a  type. 

I  mean,  when  grown  men  go  off  and  disco  every  every  night  of  their 
lives,  we  just  accept  it.  We  giggle,  but  it’s  an  appalling  waste  of  energy, 
time,  and  intelligence.  Yet  people  brag  about  it  as  a  gay  discovery,  a  gay 
right.  It’s  not  kids,  it’s  grown  men  who  prefer  to  spend  their  time  drugged 
out  of  their  minds,  jumping  up  and  down  under  strobe  lights.  Gay 
liberation  has  become  a  meaningless  kind  of  freedom  —  to  sit  around  in 
ghettos  and  talk  about  how  things  are  getting  better. 

Awareness 

One  of  the  great  dangers  of  American  life  is  that  we  live  in  our  minds 
instead  of  in  fact.  The  people  in  power  found  out  during  the  sixties  that  if 
they  let  people  protest,  talk  dirty,  have  sex,  and  take  dope,  the  people  will 
feel  that  they  are  free,  and  the  people  in  power  will  have  a  tighter  grip  on 
the  country  than  ever.  It’s  like  buying  orange  juice.  When  you  buy  that 
you  are  giving  money  to  people  who  want  to  kill  you  and  me.  But  that 
seems  to  mean  nothing  to  gay  people.  They  say  “We’ll  stop  Anita”  —  but 
that’s  an  entirely  airy,  fairy,  ethereal,  immaterial,  unimportant  point. 
The  point  is  that  while  sitting  around  feeling  free,  gays  are  contributing 
money  to  people  who  are  actively  trying  to  gas  us  to  death.  Americans  live 
■"  on  that  level  of  unreality. 

That  is  why  we  can  be  ruled  by  people  whose  names  we  don’t  even 
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know.  They  are  concerned  with  physical  reality.  We  are  concerned  with 
airy  images,  unreality.  Gays  don’t  relate  even  to  themselves  as  reality  but 
as  images.  It’s  madness,  institutional  insanity.  Schizophrenia  is  the 
American  disease.  And  for  gay  people,  black  people,  women  —  most  of 
the  groups  that  have  been  Fighting  for  freedom  —  being  schizophrenic  is 
an  escape  from  reality,  the  hard  realistic  fighting  for  factual  control  of 
one’s  life. 

Power 

Physical  reality  seems  non-existent  to  Americans,  so  the  few  people 
who  are  concerned  with  it  can  run  the  country  effortlessly.  Although  I 
think  that  even  those  people  are  getting  worried.  They  have  created  such  a 
nation  of  robots  it’s  hard  to  run  the  country  well  enough  to  make  profit 
off  it. 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  in  business  or  industry  is  that  people 
come  to  work  so  drugged  that  they  can’t  work,  or  they  stay  out  because  of 
drugs.  That’s  a  real  problem  to  the  people  who  run  the  country.  They 
want  us  on  drugs  —  because  then  we’ll  buy  anything;  we’ll  vote  for  any¬ 
thing;  we’ll  put  up  with  all  sorts  of  lip  service  to  liberty  and  freedom 
because  we  can’t  distinguish  between  an  image  and  reality.  But  if  we  show 
up  at  work  fucked  up,  then  that  makes  trouble  for  them.  They  want  us 
drugged  up,  but  they’d  rather  we  drug  ourselves  with  television,  which  is 
an  easier  drug  to  control.  But,  even  then,  they’re  discovering  that  a 
generation  raised  on  television  has  trouble  relating  to  real  objects  that 
have  to  be  moved  around  in  a  factory  or  an  office.  Some  millionaire  who 
is  running  the  country  is  in  danger  of  being  run  over  by  some  cab  driver 
on  dope  —  and  he  knows  it,  and  he’s  beginning  to  get  scared.  They’ve 
turned  us  into  slaves  and  fools,  and  now  they  find  themselves  living  in  a 
world  populated  by  slaves  and  fools. 

Television 

Television  is  the  worst  of  it.  There  is  no  way  to  measure  the  damage 
that  has  been  done  to  the  minds  of  the  people  of  this  country  by  tele¬ 
vision.  Young  people  are  unable  to  read,  to  think,  to  remember  what  they 
did  yesterday,  to  remember  what  television  they’ve  seen,  for  that  matter. 
Over  the  last  twenty  years  people  have  changed,  so  when  you  talk  to  an 
audience  of  Americans  now  instead  of  being  responsive,  they  sit  there  with 
their  mouths  open  staring  at  you.  They  are  not  used  to  relating  to  any 
living  thing.  They  relate  to  that  box.  There  is  a  marvelous  book  called 
Four  Arguments  for  the  Elimination  of  Television,  by  Gerry  Mander.  It 
may  be  extreme,  but  at  least  it’s  gathered  together  data. 

The  individual,  responsible,  conscious  mind  is  a  very  new  idea  in  the 
world;  it  is  not  an  ancient  idea.  We  are  the  test  case:  do  we  want  to  be 
responsible  people,  with  all  the  problems  of  consciousness,  or  would  we 
be  happier  turning  into  termites.  If  we  are  not  going  to  be  able  to 
reconstruct  society  so  that  its  goal  is  the  fulfillment  and  happiness  of  the 
individual, maybewewould  be  better  off  if  everyone  was  robotized. 

They  are  polishing  the  boys  up  for  another  war  right  now  —  every¬ 
body  knows  that.  No  one  says  it,  but  everyone  knows  it.  One  isn’t  sure 
where  it  will  be,  or  who  it  will  be  with,  but  the  country  is  gearing  up  for 
war.  If  those  boys  have  to  go  off  to  war  maybe  it  would  be  better  to  fill 
them  up  with  patriotic  lies,  and  let  them  go  off  and  die  happy;  rather  than 
have  them  go  off  confused  and  come  back  psychotic,  like  the  boys  who 
went  off  to  Viet  Nam.  If  we  are  not  going  to  stop  war,  if  we  are  not  going 
to  stop  racism,  if  we  are  not  going  to  stop  the  horrors  of  our  lives,  then 
maybe  we  should  just  be  happy  about  it. 

Power 

Gay  people  have  an  opportunity  to  break  away  from  that  mindless¬ 
ness:  Nobody  cares  what  a  bunch  of  queers  do.  That ’s  our  freedom. 

I’ve  lived  in  New  York  most  of  my  conscious  adult  life  and  I  could 
sum  up  the  gay  people  I’ve  known  in  my  life  as  drunks  obsessed  with 
appearances.  There  are  exceptions,  and  they  all  pull  themselves  together 
enough  to  go  out  —  to  do  a  job,  or  something,  or  they  couldn’t  exist.  But 
in  the  aggregate,  the  unprincipled  nature  of  the  country  in  the  seventies  is 
most  vividly  reflected  by  the  gay  men  I  know.  They  have  no  principles, 
except  a  few  aesthetic  ones  about  the  male  form,  and  a  few  intimidating 
fascistic  fashion  principles  of  dress  and  hair  cut,  at  any  given  moment.  Of 
course,  this  has  got  to  be  a  symptom  of  something  larger,  and  I  think 
that,  in  the  case  of  gay  people,  you  could  cure  the  symptoms  and  that 
would  help  cure  the  disease.  I  don’t  want  gay  people  to  unite  in  any 
common  cause  except  revoking  the  laws  against  homosexuality.  I  don’t 
share  the  same  political  causes  of  many  of  my  friends,  and  I  think  that  the 
whole  gay  movement  is  weakened  because  gay  people  can’t  bring  them¬ 
selves  to  realize  that  the  essential  issue  is  to  make  it  legal  for  one  man  to 
stick  his  cock  in  another:  The  physical  reality  of  it.  We’re  allowed  to  exist 
at  the  cost  of  guilt,  which  cripples,  or  if  we  become  part  of  the  “gay 
market.” 

Bars  wouldn’t  make  any  money  if  people  loved  one  another.  You  go 
to  a  bar,  get  drunk,  get  drugged  up,  and  go  into  the  back  room  and  have 
your  sex  there.  The  economic  reality  is  that  your  cock  is  being  sold  by  that 
bar.  Your  ass  is  being  sold  by  that  bar.  But  we  don’t  ever  think  of  it  that 
way.  You  are  giving  your  ass  to  that  bar  to  sell  because  you  don’t  know 
what  else  to  do  with  it.  I  know  these  things  might  sound  silly,  but  they’re 
true. 

People  must  develop  an  awareness  of  the  principles  which  give 
physical  reality  the  forms  it  has.  Then  they  can  alter  the  principles  and 
therefore  the  physical  realities. 

We  are  living  in  the  post-god  era.  The  born-again  movement  has 
nothing  to  do  with  Christianity  and  everything  to  do  with  the  materialistic 
family  values  of  the  fifties.  The  people  involved  in  it  are  interested  in 
physical  reality.  That’s  why  they  are  so  strong  and  why  they  will  win  if 
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their  enemies  do  not  become  aware  of  physical  reality. 

Someone  once  said  that  the  difference  between  the  middle  classes 
and  other  classes  is  that  all  classes  think  that  their  standards  come  from 
god;  the  middle  class  thinks  that  their  standards  are  god. 

What  do  Anita  Bryant  or  Phyllis  Schafley  want  but  the  Fifties 
brought  back.  And  why  not?  I  was  a  kid  in  the  Fifties  —  you  may  have  felt 
personally  crippled  and  oppressed,  but  that  was  not  the  mood.  The  mood 
was  fun  fun  fun  until  your  daddy  took  your  T-bird  away.  Underneath  it 
all,  an  enormous  discontent  was  swelling,  but  these  people,  like  many 
Americans,  would  prefer  any  past  to  the  horrors  they  feel  looming  up  in 
the  future. 

Consciousness 

I  think  that  we  live  in  the  post-historic  age  as  well  as  the  post- god  age: 
the  media  have  erased  history;  it’s  changed  daily.  We  are  in  1984.  There  is 
no  past.  We  are  already  re-writing  the  sixties  to  make  it  seem  that  the  only 
divisive  issue  in  the  country  was  American  participation  in  Viet  Nam,  and 
since  the  war  is  over,  then  the  country  is  healed. 

This  is  a  way  of  ignoring  the  still  burning  issues  which  preceded  the 
Viet  Nam  issue  in  popular  consciousness  by  many  years:  sexual  freedom, 
freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  assembly,  the  rights  of  blacks,  women, 
gays,  the  breaking  of  the  ties  of  industry  to  government.  We’ve  tried  to 
separate  church  and  state  in  this  country  and  all  that  we’ve  managed  to  do 
is  to  replace  church  with  industry.  The  state  which  was  once  oppressed  by 
the  church  is  now  the  state  that  oppresses  all  other  functions. 

Gay  Life 

Gay  power  is  purely  an  urban  entity.  You  don’t  get  much  gay  power 
if  you  are  two  or  three  queens  in  a  town  where  people  would  beat  you  up 
if  you  said  the  word.  Outside  the  cities  gay  life  is  very  different,  an 
incredible  range.  I  was  in  Cincinnati  and  gay  life  there  seems  very  open.  I 
was  astonished.  There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  problem.  But  a  big  town 
like  Boston  seems  to  have  more  problems  with  gay  life,  so  you  really  can’t 
generalize. 

We  talk  about  New  York  being  a  gay  center.  However,  I  know  lots  of 
gays  who  go  out  with  women  in  New  York  because  they  were  born  there. 
It’s  different  when  it’s  your  home  town.  We  have  to  get  a  clearer  idea  of 
what  the  actual  situation  of  gays  is.  Every  little  town  that  I  go  to  has  gay 
people.  In  most  places  it’s  a  lot  better  than  when  I  was  growing  up. 

It’s  not  true  that  gays  are  not  accepted  in  small  town  American  life: 
they  are,  in  couples.  Every  town  has  its  dyke  school  teachers,  its  gay  post¬ 
masters  and  teachers.  Everybody  knows  it,  nothing  is  said  about  it.  The 
boys  go  and  have  sex  with  the  men,  and  the  girls  go  and  have  sex  with  the 
women.  Nothing  is  said  about  it  and  no  harm  comes  of  it.  People  may 
feel  subconsciously  that  the  boys  have  to  have  sex  somewhere  and  it’s 
better  for  them  to  get  sucked  off  in  some  back  room  than  impregnate 
some  nice  girl  and  wreck  her  social  life. 

We  forget  that  on  the  deepest  level,  underneath  all  the  talk,  people’s 
fear  of  gay  men  is  a  basic  mammalian  fear  of  the  bachelor  male.  We  are 
all  bachelors  in  the  biological  sense.  If  we  pair  off,  people  are  comforted. 
Especially  if  we  build  a  nest.  Most  towns  have  these  couples  and  no  one 
pays  any  attention.  My  god,  what  are  westerns  about  if  not  that  fear  of 
the  potential  for  violence  of  unattached  males  over  a  certain  age.  That’s 
the  biological  reason  for  so  much  of  the  fear  of  gay  men. 

On  Being  a  Gay  Playwright 

I’m  sure  that  being  an  out  faggot  has  affected  the  way  that  I  and  my 
work  get  treated.  Kennedy's  Children  was  performed  here  in  Boston,  and 
the  next  play  of  mine  that  was  done  was  The  Haunted  Host ,  which  is  a 
very  gay  play.  The  reviewers  were  appalled.  There  is  no  other  word  for  it. 
One  of  the  reviewers,  for  a  major  paper,  referred  to  it  as  a  gay  version  of 
It  Happened  One  Night:  a  cute,  silly,  superficial  sex  farce.  (Which  it  isn’t 
at  all.)  That’s  just  because  she  couldn’t  conceive  of  anything  gay  being 
serious.  The  moment  she  realized  it  was  gay  she  assumed  it  was  silly. 
People  will  not  take  the  work  of  gay  people  seriously. 

Tennessee  Williams’  reputation  was  enormous,  but  when  his  gayness 
became  known  the  same  critics  who  had  praised  him  turned  around  and 
began  saying  that  all  of  his  plays  were  actually  homosexual  romances. 
They  have  done  the  same  thing  to  Edward  Albee.  They  are  crazed.  I’m 
sure  that  in  some  ways  it’s  affected  me. 

There  are  playhouses  all  over  the  country  who  are  jumping  at  the 
chance  of  doing  women,  chicano  and  black  playwrights  —  who  they 
would  never  have  thought  of  doing  before  —  just  to  avoid  doing  the  gay 
playwrights  who  I  believe  happen  to  be  the  most  interesting  in  the  country 
at  the  moment.  I  know  most  of  the  people  running  these  theaters;  they  are 
gay.  Most  everybody  in  theater  is  gay,  what  can  I  tell  you,  but  they  will 
not  put  on  gay  plays.  They  continue  to  be  in  the  closet. 

Gay  liberation  is  still  a  raging  issue  in  this  country.  The  moment  they 
know  that  a  playwright  is  gay  they  decide  that  he  can’t  write  about  men 
and  women  although  Tennessee  Williams,  William  Inge,  and  Edward 
Albee  gave  this  generation  its  image  of  male/female  responsibilities  and 
relationships.  And  nobody,  until  they  found  out  the  playwrights  were 
gay,  doubted  the  authenticity  of  their  portrayals  of  those  relationships. 
It’s  like  saying  a  woman  can’t  write  about  men. 

In  my  travels  to  colleges  I’ve  always  met  with  students.  The  only 
trouble  I’ve  had  is  with  the  closeted  students.  I  really  think  that  most 
students  don’t  care.  The  critics  are  different:  once  they  find  out  that  you 
are  a  homosexual  they  interpret  everything  according  to  that.  Americans 
are  obsessed  with  homosexuality.  Mention  it  once  and  that’s  all  they  can 
think  of.  If  the  gay  movement  is  going  to  go  anywhere,  we  are  going  to 
have  to  shake  off  this  American  disease  and  obtain  control  of  our  lives, 
our  realities. 


Gay 
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The  Family  Revisited

Three  cheers  for  the  family. 
Well,  two  cheers  at  least.  I  would 
not  have  allowed  even  that  until 
recently.  Gay  people  are  attacked 
so  often  as  destroyers  of  that  great 
old  Judeo-Christian  icon,  the 
family,  that  many  of  us  have  come 
to  regard  the  family  as  our  enemy. 
But  1  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
do  more  field  work  with  that  very 
special  subspecies  familia  ameri- 
cana  and,  as  a  result,  I  have  had  to 
re-evaluate  my  position  on  the 
species  as  a  whole. 

All  research  requires  distance 
from  the  subject  to  achieve  ob¬ 
jectivity.  This  distance  is  particu¬ 
larly  needed  for  evaluation  of 
something  as  emotionally-charged 
as  the  concept  of  the  family.  I  was 
able  to  achieve  this  distance  sev¬ 
eral  weekends  ago  when  my  home 
was  completely  taken  over  by  the 
Feinsteins  who,  until  that  time, 
were  complete  strangers  to  me.  By 
the  time  the  weekend  passed,  I 
knew  them  all  —  grandmother, 
parents,  sons,  daughters,  aunts, 
uncles,  cousins  and  friends  of  the 
family. 

I  was  wary  when  our  friends, 
John  and  Sara,  asked  us  to  open 
up  our  house  for  their  wedding 
and  the  party  and  reception  after¬ 
ward.  Our  house  is  huge  and  we 
all  enjoy  having  parties  there,  but 
the  thought  of  hordes  of  straight 
people  (straight  as  in  heterosexual 
and  straight  as  in  married,  with 
1 .7  kids,  a  house  and  two-car  ga¬ 
rage  in  suburbia)  was  not  exactly 
appealing.  I  finally  assented  main¬ 
ly  because  the  whole  affair  prom¬ 
ised  to  rival  Goodbye,  Columbus 
in  its  intensity.  Sara  is  Jewish  and 
John  a  Wasp  and  neither  family 
was  pleased  at  this  interracial  mar¬ 
riage,  as  I  heard  it  referred  to  by 
some  of  the  wedding  party.  The 
only  comfort  either  set  of  parents 
got  was  that  Sara  and  John  would 


at  least  be  married  after  years  of 
living  together. 

It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  trepi¬ 
dation  that  I  went  to  Sara  and 
John’s  to  meet  both  families  the 
evening  before  the  wedding.  My 
track  record  with  families  being 
what  it  is,  I  wondered  if  I  would 
come  away  intact.  When  my 
father  died  twelve  years  ago,  I 
cheerfully  bid  my  paternal  rela¬ 
tives  goodbye  and  I  haven’t  seen 
them  since.  When  I  return  home 
for  holidays,  my  mother  knows 
which  few  of  her  relatives  I  am 
willing  to  be  paraded  before  like 
the  prodigal  son.  She  tactfully 
steers  away  the  rest  and  we  are  all 
happy.  The  only  family  I  have  to 
deal  with  now  is  my  lover’s.  His 
family  lives  in  New  Hampshire  so 
I  see  some  of  them  several  times  a 
year  and  all  of  them,  right  down 
to  the  third  cousins,  each  No¬ 
vember  when  we  go  up  for 
Thanksgiving.  They  are  such 
stereotypes  of  the  New  England 
Yankee  (his  grandmother’s  entire 
spoken  vocabulary  consists  of  just 
two  words,  yup  and  nope )  that  I 
would  Find  them  totally  lovable  if 
it  were  not  for  one  small  problem. 
Peter  has  not  told  them  about  us. 
I  have  accepted  his  reasons  for  not 
doing  so  but  that  does  not  keep 
me  from  thinking  murderous 
thoughts  about  them  as  they  are 
happily  chomping  away  on  their 
drumsticks. 

So  the  thought  of  being  exposed 
to  two  extended  nuclear  families 
at  once  was  a  bit  unnerving.  The 
families  had  flown  in  from  their 
respective  turfs,  the  Feinsteins 
from  Florida  and  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  the  McBrides  from 
Maryland.  It  was  not  difficult  to 
pick  out  who  was  a  Feinstein  and 
who  was  a  McBride.  It  clearly  was 
a  case  of  “In  this  corner,  we  have 
the  Jews;  in  this  corner,  the  Gen¬ 
tiles.”  I  love  a  good  fight  so  it  was 


not  long  before  I  enlisted  on  the 
side  of  the  Feinsteins  against  my 
natural  allies,  the  Southern  Wasps. 

If  I  had  ever  doubted  for  a 
second  whose  side  I  would  take  in 
the  fray,  two  of  the  McBrides 
clinched  it  for  me  immediately. 
We  did  not  get  to  meet  John’s 
mother  until  the  next  day.  She  had 
been  taken  from  the  apartment 
“for  a  breath  of  fresh  air”  be¬ 
cause,  in  her  inebriated  state,  she 
had  begun  to  make  anti-Semitic 
remarks.  Unfortunately,  Peter 
and  I  saw  more  of  Uncle  DeWitt 
than  we  card  to.  He,  like  his  sister, 
was  drunk.  While  he  groped  us 
with  one  hand,  he  used  the  other 
to  punctuate  his  harangue  about 
how  the  Episcopal  Church  was 
going  to  the  dogs  because  of  its 
ordination  of  women.  I  beat  a 
quick  retreat  to  the  Feinstein 
camp  to  draw  up  battle  plans. 

As  it  happened,  no  battles  took 
place.  A  skirmish  with  the  rabbi 
was  planned  but  never  took  place 
because  of  uncooperative  troops. 
Rabbi  Finkelstein  did  everything 
but  wear  a  button  that  said  “Su¬ 
perliberal”  but  he  gave  himself 
away  when  he  called  home  to  his 
wife  in  suburbia  to  reassure  her 
that  he  had  made  it  safely  into  the 
heart  of  the  inner  city  without 
being  murdered  or  worse.  I 
planned  to  expose  his  liberalness 
for  the  veneer  it  was  by  giving 
Peter  a  big,  wet  one  in  front  of  the 
good  rabbi  and  watching  his  reac¬ 
tion.  Peter,  however,  does  not 
have  the  same  belief  in  the  cath¬ 
artic  power  of  such  vicious  designs 
as  I  do  and  would  have  no  part  in 
the  scheme. 

The  McBrides  managed  to  keep 
mom  and  Uncle  DeWitt  off  the 
bottle  until  after  the  wedding  cere¬ 
monies  and  the  whole  clan  exited 
as  soon  as  it  was  not  impolite  for 
them  to  do  so.  After  they  had  all

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Gay  and  Christian: 

A  Contradiction  in  Terms?

“I  was  a  good  Christian;  born 
and  bred  in  the  bosom  of  the  in¬ 
fallible  Presbyterian  Church,” 
confesses  Melville’s  protagonist 
Ishmael  (in  Moby  Dick)  when 
describing  how  the  pagan  har- 
pooner  Queequeg  has  invited  him 
to  worship  an  idol.  “How  then 
could  I  unite  with  this  wild 
idolater  in  worshipping  his  piece 
of  wood?”  Ishmael’s  solution  to 
his  dilemma  may  strike  us  as  a 
rationalization,  but  it  is  none¬ 
theless  instructive: 

But  what  is  worship?  —  to  do 
the  will  of  God  —  that  is 
worship.  And  what  is  the  will 
of  God?  —  to  do  to  my  fellow 
man  what  I  would  have  my  fel¬ 
low  man  do  to  me  —  that  is  the 
will  of  God.  Now,  Queequeg  is 
my  fellow  man.  And  what  do  I 
wish  that  this  Queequeg  would 
do  to  me?  Why,  unite  with  me 
in  my  particular  Presbyterian 
form  of  worship.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  I  must  then  unite  with  him 
in  his;  ergo,  I  must  turn 
idolater. 

Thus  Ishmael  manages  for  the 
time  being  to  reconcile  his 
Christian  sentiments  with  the 
pagan  outlook  of  his  friend,  and 
we  are  told  that  after  offering  the 
idol  a  burnt  biscuit,  the  two 
undressed  and  went  to  bed  at 
peace  with  their  consciences,  “a 
cosy,  loving  pair.”  It  is  clear  that 
the  bond  of  affection  between 
them  is  homoerotic.  Melville 
suggests  that  the  friendship 
proffered  by  the  pagan  harpooner 
runs  counter  to  everything 
Ishmael  has  been  taught  to  believe 
by  his  Christian  culture.  He  is 
thrown  into  a  temporary  crisis  of 
conscience  which  he  succeeds  in 
resolving:  “ergo,  I  must  turn 
idolater.” 

Today,  however,  we  are  no 
longer  able  to  effect  such  a  pain¬ 
less  reconciliation  of  Christian 
and  pagan  values.  We  cannot  call 
ourselves  both  “good  Presby¬ 
terians”  and  “idolaters.”  We  find 
ourselves  compelled  to  choose. 
And  if  we  acknowledge  to  our¬ 
selves  that  we  are  gay,  we  find  it 
both  logically  and  historically 
impossible  to  call  ourselves  Chris¬ 
tian. 

The  logical  impossibility  is  a  cor¬ 
ollary  of  the  historical.  At  the  risk 
of  hasty  generalization,  I  would 
like  to  attempt  a  brief  analysis  of 
the  relation  of  the  gay  counter¬ 
culture  to  the  Western  religious 


tradition.  That  the  struggle  for 
gay  liberation  is  inseparable  from 
the  issue  of  Western  religion  is 
revealed  by  the  fact  —  implicit  in 
the  present  controversy  raging  be¬ 
tween  homophobes  and  homo- 
philes  —  that  the  institution  of  the 
Christian  Church  has  been  the 
primary  oppressor  of  gay  people 
in  the  West. 

Examine  the  current  arguments 
against  male  homosexuality:  that 
it  is  contrary  to  nature,  that  it  is 
an  abomination  to  lie  with 
mankind  as  with  womankind,  that 
its  toleration  would  lead  to  the 
moral  corruption  of  society  and 
bring  down  the  wrath  of  god,  etc. 
All  these  claims  are  firmly  rooted 
in  Biblical  religion.  In  recent  years 
the  theologians  have  sought  to 
remedy  the  situation  by  pointing 
out  how  these  arguments  have 
resulted  from  a  grave  misinterp¬ 
retation  of  Biblical  teachings. 
Small  comfort  after  nearly  two 
millenia  of  oppression!  But  we 
should  not  be  inhospitable  toward 
their  scholarly  contribution.  After 
all,  we  are  told  by  the  enlightened 
clergy  that  inhospitality  and  not 
homosexuality,  was  the  true  sin  of 
the  Sodomites  —  though,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  this  good  news  has  yet  to 
trickle  down  to  troglodytic  laymen 
such  as  William  Loeb,  publisher 
of  the  Manchester  Union  Leader, 
who  continues,  in  defense  of  every 
canon  of  good  taste  and  intellec¬ 
tual  responsibilty,  to  refer  to  gay 
people  as  Sodomites. 

To  repeat:  we  should  not  be  un¬ 
charitable  toward  the  scholarly 
work  done  by  the  theologians  in 
this  area.  Wading  through  their 
volumes  of  Biblical  criticism,  we 
may  happen  upon  insights  of 
profound  importance. 

Take  one  of  the  most  lucid 
studies:  that  done  by  the  Jesuit 
scholar  John  McNeill  called  The 
Church  and  the  Homosexual. 
After  showing  through  an  ex¬ 
haustive  textual  analysis  that  the 
sin  of  Sodom  was  never  interpret¬ 
ed  during  the  time  of  the  Old 
Testament  as  being  specifically 
homosexual,  he  advances  the 
startling  thesis:  “the  origin  of  the 
homosexual  interpretation  of  the 
Sodom  story  can  be  explained  by 
the  Jewish  reaction  to  a  close 
acquaintance  with  homosexual 
practices  common  in  the  Hellen¬ 
istic  world  during  the  century 
preceding  the  Christian  era.  .  .  . 
The  association  of  the  wickedness 


of  Sodom  with  the  lawlessness  of 
the  gentiles  has  become  particu¬ 
larly  associated  with  the  pederasty 
of  an  alien  and  hostile  culture.”1 

McNeill  shows  elsewhere  that 
early  Christians2  reacted  to  the 
pederasty  of  the  Greeks  with  the 
loathing  one  would  normally  as¬ 
sociate  only  with  the  most  heinous 
crimes. 

But  why  all  this  vituperation  on 
account  of  the  old  Greek  custom 
of  pederasty?  After  all,  the  pagan 
deities  never  experienced  any 
moral  outrage  because  of  it.  Some 
of  the  gods  in  fact,  such  as  Zeus 
and  Apollo,  were  themselves 
enamored  of  handsome  youths. 
Greece,  we  are  reminded,  is  a 
culture  “alien  and  hostile”  to  the 
Hebraic-Christian  mentality.  The 
conflict  between  Christianity  and 
the  values  of  classical  antiquity  are 
a  most  important  clue  for  under¬ 
standing  the  origins  of  homo¬ 
phobia  in  the  West. 

In  investigating  the  relation  of 
Christianity  to  the  Hellenic  world, 
we  would  do.  well  to  recall  the 
historical  insight  of  Nietzsche, 
that  the  proclamation  of  the 
Christian  Gospel  involved  a  radi¬ 
cal  “trans valuation  of  all  ancient 
values.”  His  words  on  the  subject 
are  worth  quoting: 

Modern  man,  hardened  as  they 
are  to  all  Christian  terminol¬ 
ogy,  no  longer  appreciate  the 
horrible  extravagance  which, 
for  ancient  taste,  lay  in  the 
paradox  of  the  formula  “God 
on  the  Cross.”  Never  before 
had  there  been  anywhere  such 
an  audacious  inversion,  never 
anything  so  terrifying  ...  as 
this  formula;  it  promised  a 
transvaluation  of  all  ancient 
values.4 

Nowhere  is  this  transvaluation 
better  exemplified  than  in  the 
difference  between  the  Greek  and 
Christian  ideals  of  love.5  Ancient 
Greek  society  found  the  highest 
form  of  love  in  the  relation  of 
passionate  friendship  between  an 
adult  man  and  an  adolescent  boy. 
The  elder’s  desire  to  stand  out  in 
the  eyes  of  his  beloved  and  the 
younger  man’s  corresponding 
hope  to  show  himself  worthy  of 
his  lover  strengthened  in  both  the 
love  of  glory  extolled  by  Hellenic 
civilization.  Throughout  antiquity 
the  tradition  persisted  of  linking 
the  custom  of  pederasty  with  valor 
and  courage  and  independence 
and  liberty.6  For  the  ancient 
Continued  on  Page  13 
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Greeks  the  most  significant  aspect 
of  this  custom  was  its  educational 
dimension:  pederasty  was  simply 
the  most  important  way  of  bring¬ 
ing  up  the  male  youth.  Paideia  — 
the  Greek  word  referring  to  what 
we  would  call  a  “cultural  educa¬ 
tion”  —  essentially  meant  a  spirit¬ 
ual  and  erotic  relation  between  a 
younger  man  and  an  elder  who 
was  his  teacher  and  model.7  Pai¬ 
deia,  in  other  words,  found  its 
highest  expression  in  paiderastia. 
The  etymological  relation  is  no 
accident.  It  even  survives  in  our 
word  “pedagogy.” 

Why  should  the  Church  Fathers 
have  perceived  the  practice  of 
pederasty  as  a  threat  to  the  new 
religion?  The  reasons  are  not 
difficult  to  find.  Greek  culture 
celebrated  the  autonomy  of  the 
individual  and  ran  counter  to  all 
forms  of  despotism.  Yet  the  au¬ 
thoritarian  character  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Church  could  not  tolerate 
such  libertarian  ideals  and 
throughout  its  history  has  de¬ 
manded  the  subordination  of  the 
individual  to  the  priesthood. 
Therefore,  in  attacking  pederasty 
the  Church  sought  to  destroy  the 
lifeblood  of  pagan  sensibility.' 
Even  if  the  Biblical  passages 
thought  to  proscribe  homosexual 
behavior  have  been  falsely  interp¬ 
reted  —  as  McNeill  and  others 
maintain  —  the  fact  remains  that 
the  values  of  the  Christian  religion 
are  in  fundamental  conflict  with 
the  culture  of  classical  antiquity  in 


which  homosexuality  was  able  to 
flourish. 

Even  such  a  cursory  glance  as 
this  must  suggest  that  being  gay 
and  being  Christian  are  historic¬ 
ally  incompatible.  We  may  infer 
from  the  historical  a  logical  in¬ 
compatibility  as  well,  one  arrived 
at  through  an  analysis  of  the 
meaning  of  the  terms  themselves. 
A  gay  Christian  is  a  contradiction 
in  terms,  because  gay  love  is  a 
celebration  of  the  joy  and  anguish 
of  this  life  and  in  no  way  can  be 
taken  to  imply  a  devotion  to  the 
authoritarian,  otherwordly,  and 
asexual  figure  of  Christ.  The 
birth,  life,  and  death  of  Jesus 
Christ  have  no  reference  to  the 
mysteries  of  homoerotic  eros  that 
found  expression  in  Greek  reli¬ 
gion.  Because  Christianity  has 
never  embodied  any  homoerotic 
mythos,  it  can  never  perform  for 
gay  people  that  crucial  function  of 
mythology  defined  by  Joseph 
Campbell:  that  of  initiating  “the 
individual  into  the  order  of  reali¬ 
ties  of  his  own  psyche,  guiding 
him  toward  his  own  spiritual 
enrichment  and  realization.”9 
Without  such  a  mythology  to  in¬ 
terpret  the  totality  of  our  erotic 
and  psychological  experience,  gay 
people  will  forever  lack  any  coher¬ 
ent  sense  of  identity. 

Yet  as  a  matter  of  fact  there  are 
countless  gay  Christians  in  the 
world.  I  feel  that  the  gay  Christian 
is  not  merely  a  mass  of  contradic¬ 
tions,  but  a  walking  absurdity. 
Gay  persons  who  attempt  to  ex¬ 
press  their  spiritual  aspirations 
within  the  framework  of  the 


Christian  religion  are  guilty  of  bad 
faith,  because  in  embracing  Chris¬ 
tianity  they  try  to  hide  from 
themselves  the  painful  awareness 
that  at  the  heart  of  the  struggle  for 
gay  liberation  is  the  conflict  that 
has  been  waged  for  almost  2,000 
years  between  Christian  and 
pagan  values. 

It  is  now  almost  100  years  since 
Nietzsche  first  attempted  to  force 
a  decision  between  paganism  and 
Christianity.  Today  it  is  no  longer 
possible  to  mediate  between  the 
two.  No  matter  how  cunning,  rea¬ 
son  can  effect  no  reconciliation 
and  is  squarely  confronted  with 
the  burden  of  either/or.  But  we 
need  not  be  blinded  in  the  process 
of  deciding  and  leap  wildly  into 
the  void.  Though  circumscribed, 
reason  is  by  no  means  impotent. 
Through  the  light  of  rational 
inquiry,  we  may  understand  the 
emergence  of  gay  liberation  as  a 
result  (not  a  cause )  of  the  decline 
of  the  Western  religious  tradition 
and  choose  accordingly  the  direc¬ 
tion  the  movement  shall  take.

left,  the  rest  of  us  breathed  a  sigh 
of  relief  and  the  dancing  began. 
No  one  looked  twice  at  the  same 
sex  couples  on  the  dance  floor.  It 
was  a  marvel  to  me  to  be  dancing 
before  four  generations  of  straight 
Americans  without  causing 
cardiac  arrest  or  outraged  protest. 
As  the  evening  wore  on  and  the 
family  roles  and  relationships 
began  to  sort  out  for  me,  it 
became  clear  that  the  Feinsteins 
are  not  your  typical  family. 

First  of  all,  Sara’s  younger 
brother  is  gay  and  upfront.  His 
lover  is  a  representative  in  a  mid- 
western  state  legislature  and  each 
year  introduces  bills  to  protect 
gays  from  discrimination.  Of 
course, they  are  always  defeated 
but  he  keeps  trying.  Bob  is  a  nurse 
like  his  mother  and  Sara  has 
become  the  doctor  in  the  family. 
The  straight  brother  will  be  the 
family  lawyer  —  if  the  mother 
doesn’t  beat  him  to  it;  she  has  just 
Finished  up  her  first  year  of  law 
school. 

The  patriarch  of  this  not  so  or¬ 
dinary  family  seems  bewildered 
but  not  threatened  by  the  turn  of 
events  that  have  left  him  with  a 
doctor  for  a  daughter,  a  nurse  for 
a  son  and  a  wife  who  will  soon  be 
a  lawyer.  He  is  proud  of  Sara’s 
achievement  and  has  accepted  his 
son’s  gay  lifestyle.  Although  he 
sometimes  introduces  Bob’s 
friend  Ginnie  ambiguously  as 


“Bob’s  girlfriend,”  he  has  flown 
out  to  stay  with  Bob  and  his  lover 
in  their  apartment.  He  confided  to 
me  his  reaction  to  his  wife’s  an¬ 
nouncement  that  she  planned  to 
attend  law  school.  “That’s 
great,”  he  said,  “but  the  day  you 
graduate  is  the  last  day  I  ever 
work!” 

The  delight  of  everyone  present 
was  Grandmother  Feinstein.  At 
age  84,  she  was  the  life  of  the 
party.  Having  completed  her  Jew¬ 
ish  grandmother’s  role  of  provid¬ 
ing  the  chopped  liver  for  the  wed¬ 
ding,  she  was  ready  for  some 
action  after  the  reception.  She  di¬ 
vided  her  time  between  disco¬ 
dancing  until  nearly  two  in  the 
morning  and  telling  dirty  stories  in 
her  old  world  accent  to  us  young 
people. 

She  also  had  a  serious  side.  She 
told  me  that  she  thought  it  was 
wonderful  and  very  wise  that  Sara 
and  John  had  “tried  each  other 
out”  before  deciding  to  get  mar¬ 
ried.  That  way,  said  Granny,  you 
avoid  lots  of  trouble  later  on.  She 
obviously  never  figured  out  the 
implications  of  Peter  and  I  danc¬ 
ing  together  because  when  she 
found  out  that  three  women  live  in 
our  house,  she  winked  and  com¬ 
mented,  “Three  girls  and  two 
boys.  That  must  be  lots  of  fun.” 

All  of  this  shows  a  lot  of  life  for 
an  octogenarian  who  lived  her 
entire  life  in  Omaha  until  she  was 


persuaded  to  move  to  California 
to  be  near  relatives  a  couple  of 
years  ago.  This  move  was  for  her 
own  protection.  Among  other 
breaches  of  the  law,  she  had  con¬ 
tinued  to  drive  around  Omaha 
without  a  driver’s  license.  She  told 
me  confidentially  that  she  got 
away  with  it  because  she  always 
waved  and  smiled  to  the  cops  she 
passed.  She  likes  California  except 
for  the  fact  she  is  not  allowed  to 
have  a  car. 

When  the  last  dance  had  been 
danced  and  Granny  finally  trund¬ 
led  off  to  her  hotel,  I  was  wishing 
that  all  families  could  be  as 
wonderful  as  the  Feinsteins,  as 
seemingly  free  of  sexism  and 
homophobia  and  as  filled  with 
joie  de  vivre.  Of  course,  I  realize  I 
was  seeing  them  at  one  of  their 
finest  hours,  imbued  with  the 
festive  spirit  of  their  daughter’s 
wedding.  I’m  sure  they  are  far 
from  perfect  but  it  was  reassuring 
to  have  spent  nearly  ten  hours  in 
the  clutches  of  the  American  fam¬ 
ily  again  and  have  come  away  with 
a  warm,  positive  feeling  instead  of 
a  knotted  stomach.  In  the  future, 
I  will  not  so  readily  sympathize 
with  any  gratuitous  attack  on  that 
great  old  American  institution, 
the  family.  But  I  have  not  been 
completely  won  over.  I’m  not 
ready  to  run  off  and  marry  the 
next  woman  I  see  and  start  my 
own  nuclear  family.
